issue. The test was one of four recently conducted in 
Sweden by the technical editor of The Commercial 
Motor. A second report, dealing with a lorry and trailer 
outfit of outstanding merit, will be published next week, 
and the remainder in the near future. 

Although the bus weighed nearly 12 tons laden, its 
165 b.h.p. engine gave a sprightly performance and was 
surprisingly economical. Moreover, despite an overall 
length of 40 ft., the vehicle was easily manceuvrable and 
created a most favourable impression in the tester’s 
mind. 


Ahead with Turbocharging 

The lorry was also notably lively and economical, 
although its gross train weight exceeded 29 tons. The 
secret of this success lies in turbocharging a 9.6-litre 
engine to produce 192 b.h.p. Turbocharging is a 
branch of engineering in which the Swedes have been 
particularly enterprising, and the results obtained have 
amply rewarded their initiative. 

The performance of these two vehicles will 
undoubtedly be of great interest to British commercial- 
vehicle operators, but it is the manufacturers to whom 
the results of The Commercial Motor tests in Sweden are 
of special practical importance. It is they who are in 
competition in world markets against foreign producers, 
of whom the Swedes are by no means the least 
formidable. 

Despite a population of only 7m., Sweden is, of course, 
one of the most highly civilized countries in the world. 
It commands a skilled labour force that earns wages 
40-50 per cent. greater than in Britain. Industrial 
relations are harmonious and workers co-operate in 
increasing efficiency, although mechanization is fully 
exploited in manufacturing ‘processes. 

Swedes expect high-quality products. They make, 
buy and sell nothing else. They aim to compete over- 
seas On that basis, rather than on price, and they look 
forward 0 an expanding export trade, particularly in 
vehicles. 

These facts are significant in view of the “ outer 
seven” plan—the Free Trade Association of Britain, 


eventually be merged into the 
European Common Market, but, meanwhile, it has an 
importance of its own. 

Sweden’s range of commercial vehicles is limited. 
Britain has little hope of selling to operators in that 
country vehicles similar to those indigenously produced, 
but they might do well with the lighter buses and goods 
vehicles. 

Among petrol-engined vehicles up to 2 tons payload 
capacity first registered in Sweden last year, at least 40 
per cent. were German and 29.7 per cent. were locally 
produced. In the 2-3-ton petrol-engined category, 78 
per cent. of the country’s needs were met by home manu- 
facturers. More than 58 per cent. of the petrol vehicles 
over 3 tons were also built in Sweden. Of all the new 
petrol-engined goods vehicles, 37.1 per cent. were home- 
produced and more than 31 per cent. were supplied by 
Germany. 

There appears to be an opening—although a small 
one—for foreign oil-engined vehicles up to 4 tons, 
because only 14.6 per cent. of them were last year made 
in Sweden. Above that payload capacity, however, the 
home-produced oiler is firmly entrenched, with 96.7 per 
cent. of the market supplied by local manufacturers. 


Germany Gaining Ground 

Germany is obviously meeting a great part of the 
needs of Swedish operators not catered for by the home 
market. Indeed, it is unfortunately true that the 
Germans have captured from some British manufac- 
turers contracts for the supply of equipment to be incor- 
porated in Swedish vehicles. This state of affairs 
represents a challenge to Britain. Although Germany is 
excluded from the “outer seven” plan, Sweden is 
unlikely to allow sentiment to stand in the way of her 
judgment of quality. 

The Free Trade Association should facilitate Sweden’s 
entry into the traditional British market of Portugal. 
This is another challenge which British manufacturers 
must be ready to meet. With the gradual removal of 
protective tariff barriers in Europe, the importance of 
quality, fair prices, rapid delivery and good after-sales 
service will become steadily greater. 
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Expense No Objection 


OCAL authorities continue to urge bus companies 

either to build stations or to use premises erected by 
the councils. Expense appears to be no objection. They 
turn a blind eye to the steady loss of traffic suffered by 
bus companies, partly as a result of increases in fares 
brought about by rising costs. They are oblivious of the 
inability of operators to undertake unnecessary heavy 
capital works or to absorb departure fees for the use of 
municipal stations. 

In any event, they seek to escape the odium of collect- 
ing the dues from passengers. That unpleasant task is 
passed to the bus operator, who has to adjust his fares 
accordingly. Local authorities would be more honest 
if they adopted the recent suggestion of Mr. T. Robert 
Williams, chairman of the Aldershot and District Trac- 
tion Co., Ltd., and themselves levied a toll on each 
passenger in a bus. 


Councillors who introduced such a practice might, 
however, endanger their seats at the next municipal 
election. They have the public annoyance caused by 
the levy of 7s. 6d. on each air passenger departing from 
London Airport to discourage them from a policy of 
commercial frankness. 

Buses do the greatest good to the greatest number and 
should not be excluded from shopping centres. If they 
were removed their places at the kerb would promptly 
be taken by private cars, thus destroying an amenity for 
the many for the benefit of the few. 

Bus stations are justifiable only where they provide 
a facility of value to the passenger which he cannot 
obtain in any other way. Operators are better equipped 
than local authorities to know the needs of their 
customers, and should be consulted before any scheme 
for the construction of a bus station is prepared. 





Passing Comments 


Road Transport Vital To Security 

HE managing director of American Trucking Associa- 

tions, Mr. J. V. Lawrence, has stated before the 
American Government’s Armed Services Committee that 
in the event of any future war in which the country might 
be engaged, main reliance must be on mechanical road 
transport. This was the only form of transport which did 
not require fixed installations of a complex nature, which 
might be neutralized as a result of enemy action. 

Motor vehicles, he said, could go anywhere, even off 
the road if necessary, and the only vulnerable portion of 
their right of way—the highways—was the bridges, but in 
these days emergency pontoon bridges could be thrown 
across the widest rivers within 24 hours. 

There were now IIm. trucks using the country’s 
3m. miles of roads and streets—double the number 
employed in 1941. The majority was comprised of 
relatively light vehicles owned and operated by private 
carriers, and no other transport agency was capable of 
performing the services given, the continuance of which 
must be provided for in planning for any emergency. 

The rapidly expanding economy of the country was such 
that, despite new trucks being bought at the rate of 900,000 
per annum over the past 10 years, the average age of the 
whole fleet today was 7.2 years compared with 5.6 in 1941. 

It was imperative, ‘said Mr. Lawrence, that provision 
be made to keep the road transport industry supplied with 
equipment, including tyres, fuel, spare parts and other 
supplies, and manpower, because, if the country were 
attacked, it is probable that the main burden of domestic 
transport would fall upon the trucking industry. 


The Sputnik’s Remarkable Batteries 

SERS of ordinary forms of battery, such as those 

employed in road vehicles, may well be envious of 

the results obtained with the solar batteries of the Russian 
Sputnik Tl. This artificial earth satellite completed 6,000 
revolutions of the world on July 15, covering about 170m. 
miles. It was then still transmitting radio signals from 
batteries which had been functioning for 7,700 hours. By 
the same date chemical batteries had been working for 
some 2,500 hours. No doubt, however, such devices are 
extremely expensive. 
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Overrated? 
HERE are many, and widely varying, views as to the 
education which should have been received by a man 
who is being considered for a position as an engineer- 
designer. Scholastic standing alone is not always thought 
to be of primary importance. More attention may be paid 
to personality and the capacity to meet people on a common 
ground, self-projection, and the ability to express opinion 
clearly and concisely. 

Academic rating may be no more an adequate measure 
of a man’s potential worth to a company than are the 
tolerance limits of a particular production machine, which 
constitute only one factor of its value. 

One authority on this matter has said: “ Where are the 
top scholars 10 years after graduation? I cannot think of 
a single outstanding engineer of today who was among 
them, yet I can name a dozen average graduates whose 
achievements are a matter of record.” 


In a Light Vein 


OT long ago, when a local council was discussing the 
installation of a light in a bus shelter, a woman 
member suggested that this would be unfair to courting 
couples. Bus shelters are, however, supplied for the con- 
venience of the travelling public, who might well object to 
being ousted from them, particularly in bad weather. 
One might also think that street lighting would be 
welcomed by all, but a scheme for this in connection with 
a famous village was recently rejected by a vote of 62 
against 32. Possibly this was because the cost was 
estimated to be the equivalent of a 3d. rate. 


Brake Drums By the Million 


HE Centrifuse brake drums of the Motor Wheel 

Corporation of America have a special interest in 
these days of demands for better braking. In their con- 
struction molten iron of special quality is fused into tough 
outer steel stampings, using centrifugal force. The internal 
surface is tested by profilometer after machining to ensure 
that it is held to a maximum of 0.125 micro-inch finish. 

It is claimed that over 100m. of these brake drums are 
in use for motor-vehicle and aircraft purposes. 
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Oil-engined Cabs for America ? 

A LTHOUGH motor spirit is comparatively cheap in 
"4% America, certain important operators of taxicabs in 
some of the most populous cities are experimenting with 
cil engines for these vehicles, and several dozeh, amongst 
them some Perkins-engined Plymouths, are already in use. 
One of the big men behind this step is Mr. W. Lansing 
Rothschild, the president of the huge Yellow Cab concern. 
He studied the subject extensively in Europe and came 
to the belief that they might well be successful on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

A battle is being waged between interests on both sides. 
One operator has remarked: “ Buy diesels, or get out of 
business,” but there is a growing feeling that the taxi fleets 
of tomorrow will mostly have oil engines. Diesel fuel 
there costs about 2 cents a gal. less than petrol, but it gives 
up to twice the mileage, whilst it is claimed that main- 
tenance costs are practically halved. One such cab in 
Detroit has run 16,000 miles at an average fuel consumption 
rate of 19.2 m.p.g., and this without any expenditure on 
repairs. Yellow Cab use about 7m. gal. of petrol a year, 
so that in this fleet alone there is scope for great saving. 

There has been some criticism that European oil engines 
are slightly under-powered, and some drivers have raised 
objections to the more frequent changing of gears that is 
necessary in some cases. 


Fatigue Leads to Fatality 

N view of the large number of tankers and other vehicles 
carrying combustible substances, there are remarkably 

few serious accidents with them. This probably results 

from careful maintenance, good driving and the precautions 

enforced by law. 


THE COMMERCIAL MOTOR 

The importance of all these factors is exemplified by a 
recent accident which occurred in America and is believed 
to have been caused by driver fatigue. The articulated 
vehicle concerned was carrying 5,600 gal. of petrol when 
it rammed a car parked at the kerb. The car was pushed 
for 96 ft. until both vehicles hit a building. Flames 
engulfed both tanker and building, and the property 
damage amounted to about £13,000. 

This was not a matter of lack of experience on the part 
of the driver, for he had been 25 years on the road, but 
investigation showed that he had driven 490 miles during 
most of the preceding 24 hours with no opportunity of 
appreciable rest. 


What is the Future of Fuels ? 

HE Economics Department of Socony Mobil of 

America has been busy compiling a report on the 
development of fuels of all kinds. It is, of course, mainly 
interested in the future of petroleum, and whilst one expert 
has said “ Nothing is certain, anything is possible and 
everything depends on everything else,” it appears that the 
suppliers of oil need not be very worried for a consider- 
able period. 

The forecast given for 1968 for the supply of the energy 
needs of the U.S.A. in percentages is as follows: Oil, 43; 
natural gas, 29; coal, 24; hydro-electric power, 3; 
energy, |.

Irregularities 


OO many cases which came before 
him for the take-over of businesses 
under Section 11(3)b) disclosed irregu- 
larities, said the West Midland Licensing 
Authority. Mr. W. P. James, at Birming- 
ham, on Monday. A business must 
remain in the hands of the vendor until 
the licence was transferred, he said, when 
Mr. L. Bourne applied to take over the 
business of Daniel Wootton, which 
included a 3-ton vehicle on B licence. 

Mr. Bourne said that, although the 
vehicle had been operated by him and 
driven by his driver since February, and 
receipts had been paid to Mr. Wootton, 
no sale and purchase agreement had yet 
been completed.

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FUEL CELL HERALDS 
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Long-distance Vehicles of the Future May be 
Powered by New Battery Unit 


BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 
NEW and expansive line of development for road transport, bringing 
with it the possibility of electrically powered long-distance vehicles, is 
opened up by a signal advance in the production and storage of electricity 


demonstrated at Cambridge on Monday. 


This is the Bacon Hydrox fuel 


cell, which converts chemical energy, produced by the controlled fusion of 
hydrogen and oxygen gases, direct into electricity in one step, with an 


efficiency of about 80 per cent. 


This figure is several times greater than 


that which can be obtained by conventional generating methods. 


Thus, the fuel for an electric vehicle 
equipped with a battery made up of 
Hydrox cells would be merely hydrogen 
and oxygen gases. Given suitable con- 
tainers for the storage of the gas either 
in liquid form or, for hydrogen, as a 
compressed gas at low temperature, it 
would seem that electric vehicles with 
really long ranges could be produced. 
New methods of storing gas will have to 
be devised before this is a_ practical 
reality, as current gas storage containers 
are too heavy. 

This temporary difficulty, however, 
applies only to payload-carrying vehicles, 
the unladen weight of which must be 
kept as low as possible. Heavy haulage 
tractors already carry a _ considerable 
weight of ballast, which could well take 
the form of gas cylinders, whilst the 
smooth torque of electric traction would 
be ideally suited to low-speed operation. 

For stability, large fork-lift trucks 
require a low centre of gravity and are 
not embarrassed by a high operating 
weight. Electric power is being much 
used for these appliances and this would 
appear to be another field in which the 
Hydrox cell battery could be employed 
without waiting for improvements in gas- 
storage facilities. 

As the gases to run the fuel cell are 
the components of water and can be 
produced by simple electrolysis, it would 
be possible to produce fuel for the 
process by using power taken from the 
mains supply at off-peak periods. Look- 
ing ahead to the wide-scale provision of 
nuclear power stations, this will then be 
a highly economic process. 


This diagrammatic drawing é 
shows one fuel cell with its ore 
basic control gear to regulate Uxygen

Several of these cells are con- 
nected in series to make up 
the Hydrox battery. 


Although still experimental, 
cell demonstrated on Monday is regarded 
as being in the second stage of its 
development and to be approaching the 
commercial proposition of a completely 
automatic and reliable battery. 

The battery is made up of 40 fuel 
cells 10 in. in diameter connected in 
series to give a combined output of 
2! kW. at 32v. or 5 kW. at 24v. under 
maximum load. It has been under 
development for more than 20 years by

Mr. F. T. Bacon, who since 1957 has 
been leading a team working on it at 
Marshall of Cambridge Electronics, Ltd., 
with whom a development contract was 
placed at that time by the National 
Research Development Corporation, 

Each fuel cell contains two electrodes, 
one for hydrogen and one for oxygen. 
separated by a strong caustic potash 
electrolyte. The electrodes are made of 
porous sintered nickel with a thin laye 
of a smaller pore size on the sides facing 
the liquid. To prevent corrosion the 
oxygen electrode is treated with lithium 
and is pre-oxidized. ; 

In operation the temperature inside 
the cell is about .200° C. and the 
pressure about 400 p.s.i. The electrolyte 
soaks into the sintered metal and, on the 
application of gas under pressure from 
the back of the plate, is expelled from 
the larger pores. Because of the surface 
tension of the liquid it cannot pass through 
the smaller-pored face. As the sintered- 
metal electrodes have a porous granular 
structure there is a large surface of 
wetted metal in contact with the gas 
about 40 sq. yd. in each electrode. 

Oxygen molecules on the positive elec- 
trode combine with water to form 
negatively charged hydroxyl ions, which 
each remove an electron from. the 
oxygen electrode. The hydroxyl ions 
pass through the electrolyte to the nega- 
tive electrode, where they combine with 
hydrogen to form water, and deposit an 
electron in the process. Thus _ the 


hydrogen electrode becomes negatively

electrode and a current flows in the 
external circuit. 

To remove the water formed, hydro- 
gen is circulated past the back of the 
negative electrode and the mixture of 
hydrogen and steam thus produced is 
cooled externally, the condensate being 
released as required. 

Pressure of the two gases must be 
evenly balanced if damage is to be 
avoided. The control system which has 
been produced keeps the oxygen pressure 
constant and controls the hydrogen 
pressure against it by an accurate meter 
actuating a power-operated inlet valve 
controlled by a servo. 

It is the necessary provision of highly 
accurate and expensive control gear 
which makes it doubtful whether the 
fuel-cell battery could ever be competi- 
tive with existing types of accumulator 
for outputs of less than 100 W. Never- 
theless, the advantages already described, 
and others, such as the ability to take 
large overloads without damage, silence 
and freedom from vibration in operation, 
its few moving parts and an “ exhaust ~ 
consisting only of water, make the fuel- 
cell battery an obvious proposition for 
powering road vehicles. 

The fuel cell battery was shown power- 
ing a Ransomes fork-lift truck, a small 
saw-bench and an electric welding plant 
via a wander-lead. Although the size 
of the present control gear makes vehicle 
installations impracticable, it is foreseen 
that as this equipment is perfected it will

FTER allegations by Mrs. S. A. 

Hodgson, Milnthorpe, of loss of 
milk traffic through uneconomic rates, 
the Northern Licensing Authority, Mr.

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Theatre Shows Make 
New Traffic 


ECAUSE of the success of certain 
film and theatre shows in Liverpool 
and Manchester, Ribblesdale Coachways, 
Ltd., Blackburn, applied to the North 
Western Traffic Commissioners at Black- 
pool on Tuesday to vary their excursion 
and tour licence. 

They wanted to operate excursions to 
Manchester and Liverpool! throughout the 
year and added that the Manchester ser- 
vice was not to be operated more than 
60 times a year and the one to Liverpool 
not more than 30 times a year. 

Mr. A. Bolton, a director of Ribbles- 
dale, said that there had been a great 
demand for evening excursions to the 
theatre. At the moment there were no 
satisfactory road or rail return facilities 
from Liverpool to Blackburn. Mr. T. 
Booth, objecting for British Railways, 
observed that witnesses should have been 
called. 

W. Robinson and Sons (Great Har- 
wood), Ltd., also applied to vary their 
licence to introduce a new excursion to 
Manchester theatres. Mr. H. Backhouse, 
for the applicants, said that expensive 
shows could be staged only in large 
towns, to which the public must travel. 

Interworking was required between 
coach owners and theatre management. 
The bulk of people on this excursion 
would not be able to get to the theatre 
on their own. Therefore, Robinson's 
believed that they were creating—not 
abstracting—traffic. 

Mr. F. D. Walker, objecting for Ribble 
Motor Services, Ltd., and W. C. Stander- 
wick, Ltd., pointed out that the reason 
why Robinson’s did not run _ theatre 
excursions in the summer was because 
their vehicles were operating extended 
tours. 

Mr. Robinson said in reply that there 
was no demand for theatre traffic in the 
summer. There had been no collaboration 
between his company and Ribblesdale 
with regard to this traffic. 

Mr. G. Dawes, traffic assistant, said 
Ribble did not have suitable facilities to 
cater for theatre traffic to and from 
Blackburn. Evidence had shown, how- 
ever, that there was need for a later 
service and they might make an applica- 
tion later in the year. The case was 
continued on Wednesday.

NO CHARGES 


AILURE by Hertfordshire County 

Council to hatch between diverging 
white lines on parts of the Great North 
Road and A10 led to summonses against 
16 drivers being withdrawn at Letch- 
worth last week. 

White lines diverge on sweeps where 
it is desired to segregate traffic moving 
in Opposite directions, but Ministry of 
Transport regulations require the space 
between the lines to be hatched (to 
simulate a solid obstacle).

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Three Extra “ Artics”

R. S. W. NELSON, Western Licens- 
ing Authority, at Bristol on 
Monday, granted’ three additional 
articulated outfits (19} tons) to R. W. 
Baker (Stonehouse), Ltd., Gloucester 
Road, Stonehouse. A supporting witness 
said that his requirements for the haulage 
of asbestos had increased. Baker's 
payments for hiring during the past 12 
months were stated to have risen from 
£23,000 to £31,000. 

Mr. Nelson pointed out that customers 
did not now carry large stocks of goods 
and more transport was required to make 
deliveries at short notice. He congratu- 
lated the railways (who objected) on 
the efforts they were making to recover 
lost traffic. 


HORSE POWER GIVES WAY 

HREE generations of his family had 

built up a haulage business with 
horses, said Mr. R. Holden when he 
applied to the North Western Deputy 
Licensing Authority, Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, 
at Preston on Monday, for a motor 
vehicle of 3 tons on B licence. 

He explained that he would be able to 
do much more work than previously, and 
if the application were granted he would 
dispose of two horses. He produced let- 
ters from customers who supported the 
application. 

In the past, Mr. Holden admitted, he 
had worked only within a five-mile radius 
of Darwen, but he wanted to operate the 
new vehicle within a 40-mile radius. Mr. 
P. Kershaw, objecting for the British 
Transport Commission, said that this was 
unreasonable and that no evidence had 
been produced to justify such a large 
radius. 

Mr. Jolliffe granted a licence for six 
months, with a radius of five miles. He 
advised Mr. Holden to bring evidence of 
need when he came to renew this licence.

XPORT business in Oldham motor- 
vehicle batteries has been affected by 

“intensive bids from a number of new 
sources, including iron-curtain countries,” 
says Mr. John Oldham, chairman of Old- 
ham and Son, Ltd. in his annual 
report issued on Tuesday. Political unrest, 
notably in the Middle East, also reduced 
business overseas, but there were signs 
that it was returning.

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New Brake Servo Kit 
for £15 10s. 


OSTING only £15 10s. complete, a kit 

announced on Wednesday by the 
Clayton Dewandre Co., Ltd., Lincoln, 
allows a normal hydraulic braking system 
to be converted simply to vacuum-servo 
operation. It is designed for light com- 
mercial vehicies. 

The apparatus employs. manifold 
depression and is, therefore, suitable only 
for petrol-engined vehicles. It consists of 
a power chamber containing a diaphragm 
and a push-rod which operates a piston 
in an integrally cast hydraulic cylinder, 
controi being effected by a hydraulically 
actuated vacuum and atmosphere valve 

To incorporate the servo in a normal 
system it is necessary only to cut the 
hydraulic brake line, make two connec- 
tions and join the vacuum line for the

NEW tyre for heavy goods vehicles, 

designed with the requirements of 
high-speed running on motorways in 
mind, was announced on Wednesday by 
Henley’s Tyre and Rubber Co., Ltd. It 
is known as the Maxi Miler and has a flat 
tread with a ribbed pattern. The tread 
compound has been improved. 

To counteract heat build-up caused by 
higher running speeds on motor roads, 
the buttresses are slim and tapering. This 
form of construction also spreads the 
stresses created in the shoulder area over 
a greater length of sidewall. The 
buttresses terminate in a kerbing rib. 


LONDON BUSMEN MILITANT 
ELEGATES representing 35,000 bus- 
men from garages serving Central 
London met on Wednesday to discuss 
higher pay and shorter hours.

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More Haulage Licences Suspended 


Mr. Hanlon Punishes Two Hauliers Who 
Used “ Overweight” Vehicles 


OUR months’ suspension of a licence was imposed on Mr. T. L. 
Herdman, Hexham, by Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, Northern Licensing 


Authority, at Hexham, on Monday. 


Mr. Herdman was warned that if 


further breaches of the 1933 Act occurred his licence would be revoked. 
A licence held by Mr. J. G. Purves, Belford, was suspended for seven 
days. Both cases concerned the use of vehicles at weights greater than 


those authorized. 

Both hauliers were represented by Mr. 
T. H. Campbell Wardlaw. He said Mr. 
Herdman had applied in July of last 
year through the Road Haulage Associa- 
tion to hmve a special-A vehicle trans- 
ferred to an A licence. A similar appli- 
cation was made in November, 1958, for 
a second vehicle. The cases were 
delayed pending certain appeals to the 
Transport Tribunal. 


Converted to Tippers 

The first vehicle was purchased from 
K. and B. Motors (Newcastle), Ltd., in 
April, 1957. The unladen weight was 
said to be 2 tons 12 cwt., but it was in 
fact 3 tons 18 cwt. The second vehicle, 
also supplied by K. and B. Motors was 
bought in July, 1957, at a declared 
weight of 3 tons 4 cwt. but was actually 
3 tons 9 cwt. Both were platform 
lorries when acquired, but had _ since 
been converted into tippers. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Thomas L. 
Herdman said that both vehicles were 
used extensively for carrying bagged 
cement to the Rocket Research Estab- 
lishment at Spadeadam, but in July last 
year his customers asked for their cement 
to be carried in bulk, which necessitated 
the use of tippers. 

He altered the first lorry by fitting 
Edbro heavy tipping gear, which in- 
creased the weight by 25 cwt. The other 
vehicle was changed into a tipper by 
fitting light Pilot tipping gear, which 
added 5 cwt. to its weight. A fortnight 
after converting the first vehicle he took 
advice from the R.H.A. and submitted 
an application for an A licence for a 
vehicle “to be acquired” at a weight 
of 3 tons 18 cwt. Asked by Mr. 
Hanlon why he did not say on the form 
that the vehicle was already in possession, 
Mr. Herdman said that it was “just as 
the R.H.A. filled it in.” 


Storage Limited 

Mr. Herdman was questioned at length 
by Mr. Hanlon about certain weight 
tickets. One, which showed the vehicle 
was weighed on May 31, 1958—two 
months before the alleged alterations to 
the first vehicle—gave a tare weight of 4 
tons 7 cwt. 

Asked how that could be so, the appli- 
cant said it could be easily explained. 
Storage facilities at Spadeadam were 
limited and often vehicles were left with 
cement in the bottom. Mr. Herdman gave 
a similar answer when questioned about 
a second weight ticket. Concerning a 
third ticket giving a similar tare weight, 
B12 


taken when the vehicle had been convey- 
ing limestone, Mr. Hanlon said: “ Are 
you telling me you had a ton of limestone 
left over?’ Mr. Herdman said he could 
not account for the weight of the vehicle 
on that occasion, unless there was some 
solid cement on the floorboards. 

Questioned about a_ conviction for 
using another vehicle, not the subject of 
inquiry, without a licence in County Dur- 
ham in June, 1958, Mr. Herdman 
explained that he had agreed to buy it 
from K. and B. Motors in January of 
that year and had been assured that the 
licence was being transferred to him. 

After mentioning a conviction against 
Mr. Herdman in June, 1959, for inefficient 
brakes, Mr. Hanlon questioned the appli- 
cant about a GV.9 form, issued against 
him in April, 1959, which contained a 
substantial number of defects. Mr. Herd- 
man said the vehicle had been involved 
in an accident which had caused all the 
defects. 

Mr. Hanlon: “I don’t accept that a 
tyre was worn through three layers of 
canvas as a result of an accident.” 

Giving his decision, Mr. Hanlon said 
he rejected entirely Mr. Herdman’s expla- 
nations as to the weight tickets and he 
could not accept his explanations con- 
cerning the form GV.9. He also found 
that the applicant had deliberately oper- 
ated a vehicle for six months without a 
licence. 

He proposed to take no action in the 
case of the vehicle which was 5 cwt. over-

Mr. Purves had applied for a variation 
of an A licence by the addition of a 
vehicle of 4 tons 8 cwt., subject to the 
deletion of a vehicle of 34 tons. 

Mr. Thomas Purves said he purchased 
a Seddon from K. and B. Motors in 
October, 1957. Over the Christmas 
holiday period in 1957, he altered the 
vehicle by reinforcing the chassis, and it 
was reweighed and retaxed on January 
14, 1958. A wooden body was fitted in 
place of the original aluminium body. 

Through an oversight he did not imme- 
diately apply for the variation of his 
licence, and it was not until the police 
weighed the vehicle that he realized he 
had overlooked its redeclaration. 

He considered that the vehicle was 
heavier than the weight described in the 
original licence, as the alterations he had 
made involved approximately only 15 
cwt. extra weight. He had acted in good 
faith throughout. 

Mr. Hanlon said he could not pass the 
matter over without taking some action. 
However, he thought that the case could 
be distinguished from “certain other 
cases.” He proposed to suspend the 
licence for seven days only. 


Grant Made But Past Conduct Considered 


ONVICTIONS in 1958 for operating 
without licence and in breach of con- 
ditions occurred because the business of 
Mr. L. A. Sayers, Coventry, outgrew the 
organization, the West Midland Licensing 
Authority, Mr. W. P. James, was told at 
Birmingham on Monday, when the 
question of irregularity was raised. Mr. 
Sayers was applying to put an additional 
vehicle on B licence. 

Mr. J. Foley Egginton, for Sayers, said 
he operated eight vehicles on B and con- 
tract-A licences and the additional 
vehicle was required for the carriage of 
colliery stores in Warwickshire. Vehicles 
were being hired for this work and the 
applicants had paid out £38,800 in the 
past year, half of which was for National 
Coal Board work. 

Mr. S. Barraclough, area transport 
officer of the N.C.B., said that because of 
an increase of retail coal customers, four 


of the Board’s vehicles had been trans- 
ferred to retail delivery and it had become 
mecessary to seek additional outside 
assistance. 

Although need had been proved, said 
Mr. James, the question whether 
additional vehicles should be granted 
would have to be considered in view of 
the past record. 

Mr. Foley Egginton pointed out that 
since September, 1958, Mr. Sayers had 
appointed a full-time manager and three 
additional fitters, and the business had 
been completely reorganized. 

Granting the application, Mr. James 
said that the difficulties stemmed from 
heavy hiring—as many as 40 vehicles a 
day. In these circumstances an organiza- 
tion geared to four or five vehicles was 
bound to get into trouble. Further 
breaches would have serious repercus- 
sions.

Crosville Cancel Service 


But Still Object 


EMBERS of the Wrexham Motor 
Club had asked T. and H. R. 
Roberts, Cefn, to provide transport for 
enthusiasts going to motorcycle scrambles 
after a service, previously operated by 
Crosville Motor Services, Ltd., Chester, 
had been withdrawn, the North Western 
Traffic Commissioners heard at Chester 
last week. Mr. T. Roberts applied for 
new express services between Penycae 
and Eyton (two vehicles) and Cefn and 
Eyton (one vehicle). The services were 
to be provided only when scrambles were 
held, usually four times a year. 

\ representative of Wrexham Motor 
Club said that since the Crosville services 
had been withdrawn many people ceased 
to attend the scrambles because they 
could not get there. For Crosville, who 
were objecting, Mr. J. Edward Jones said 
that the services had been withdrawn 18 
months ago because they did not pay. 

Major Roberts, objecting for E. Wright 
and Son and T. Williams and Son, 
doubted the success of the services, but 
said that other operators should be given 
the opportunity of providing them. 

Mr. F. Williamson, chairman, com- 
mented that the proposed services were 
not the same as those operated by 
Crosville and granted a full-term licence 
for the Cefn service and _ short-term 
licence for Penycae. 


MISCALCULATION OF RADIUS 
HE Welshpool company, Aber- 
Carriers (1954), Ltd., who operate 
parcel and smalls services in mid-Wales 
and the Midlands, have found themselves 
in licensing difficulties through a miscal- 
culation in the radius required to operate 
their A-licensed fleet. 

Originally granted with a normal user 
of “ general goods and smalls within 100 
miles of base” it has been found that 
the licence does not cover important ser- 
vices to the London area. 

heir application for a new A licence 
to cover up to 150 miles from base, 
which is to be heard at Newtown next 
Tuesday, will be opposed by the British

N his half-yearly report Mr. C. C.

Special Study of Damage to Fruit 
in Transit Recommended 


SPECIAL organization should be set 

up, with a whole-time staff to investi- 
gate the causes of damage in transit to 
fruit and vegetables, and study means foi 
reducing it. Serious inefficiencies occurred 
in many markets, and work study should 
be applied to find ways of removing 
them, although comprehensive rebuilding 
would solve this difficulty. 

These points are made in the report 
of the Horticultural Marketing Advisory 
Council presented to the Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food last 
week. The document contains two 
annexes—one of the report of a com- 
mittee who examined the handling of 
produce in transit, and the other the 
report of a committee who investigated 
wholesale markets. 

The first committee could find little 
information on the extent or the cost of 
damage which occurred to produce car- 
ried between farm and shop. However, 
damage which made 0.1 per cent. of 
produce unsaleable would cost £250,000 
a year. Inquiries showed that damage 
was much more widespread than this. 
Great savings could be effected by 
reducing it. 


Thoughtlessness 


Apart from damage because of inade- 
quate facilities and unsuitable containers, 
much was the result of thoughtlessness 
and inattention to detail. This occurred 
through the whole chain of distribution. 
Frequently those who caused damage 
were unaware of it, as the effects were 
not apparent until later. The cumulative 
effect of damage was not fully revealed 
until the housewife bought the produce 
in the retail shop. 

The Ministry set a much higher stan- 
dard than the trade in assessing damage. 


and such an acceptance of lower stan 
dards had its dangers for the industry 
it was impossible to judge how much 
business was lost because potential cus- 
tomers were deterred from buying by the 
sight of produce which, although not 
seriously damaged, had lost its freshness 
and bloom. Sales lost to competing pro- 
ducts, of which so many were now avail 
able in attractive packages and of 
standard qualities, might not easily be 
regained. 

Provision of mechanical aids in 
markets and other places where produce 
was concentrated could be expected to 
improve handling, but a_ prerequisite 
might be better layout of markets and 
distributing centres, and the more wide- 
spread adoption of standard packages 


Improved Handling 


Better deployment of labour would also 
lead to improved handling. Further 
examination should be given to labour 
arrangements and facilities at the ports, 
where a high proportion of damage 
occurred. 

The committee which _ investigated 
wholesale markets referred to factors 
which affected the circulation of traffic 
within and around them. Work studies 
might throw light on particular causes of 
congestion. This had been successfully 
tried in the U.S.A. 

Special attention should be given to 
the turn-round times of vehicles and 
drivers delivering produce by road and 
rail, and the time taken by retailers in 
completing their day’s purchases. The 
possibility of using common facilities for 
storage, including the accommodation of 
empty containers, should also be 
investigated. 
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Merger of Four Licences Opposed 


RECENT transfer of special-A- 

licence vehicles from one associated 
company to another had been made with 
the intention of justifying an extension of 
normal user, the North Western Deputy 
Licensing Authority, Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, 
was told on behalf of the British Trans- 
port Commission at Preston, last week. 

Mr, J. A. Dunkerley, for T. Splitt, Ltd., 
Burnley, who sought a new A licence for 
nine vehicles, including an articulated 
outfit, said they were under the same 
control as Fearings Transport, Ltd., and 
the fleets were operated as an entity. 
They were seeking to merge four licences 
into one, with a common normal user. 

At the moment two vehicles, including 
a tractor, were on one A licence; four, 
taken over from Mitchell's of Burnley, in 
1958, on a second A licence; three were 
assigned by Fearings in June on special A 
licence, and there was a semi-trailer on 
a second special A licence. 

The normal user sought was “ mainly 
goods for the textile industry, building 
materials and plant, road material, food- 
stuffs; engineering products and general 
goods as required. Lancashire, Cheshire, 
Yorkshire, London, Scotland and north- 
east coast.” « 

Mr. M. Hall, managing director of 
Fearings Transport and the applicant 
company, said Splitts were acquired in 
1954. His companies were the main 
haulage contractors in Burnley, which 
was no longer a predominantly textile 
town. It was essential that all the 
vehicles should be interchangeable. 

Questioned by Mr. J. Booth, for the 
Commission, Mr. Hall said that the trac- 
tor had been substituted for a_ rigid 
vehicle and was drawing the special-A 
semi-trailer. Mr, Booth submitted that 
the application for variation did not 
indicate that the tractor would operate 
outside the limited normal user on the A 
licence. 


The Mitchell vehicles were also limited 
on destinations by their normal user. 
There were no witnesses to justify a 
change and the transfer of the special-A 
vehicles was to enable Splitts to obtain an 
extended user. 

Mr. Dunkerley said there had not been 
a change of business, but a re-adjustment 
of work between vehicles without preju- 
dice to other operators. The Transport 
Tribunal had said that it was reasonable 
that fleets should be interchangeable and 
the result of the objection, if successful, 
would be to damage efficiency. 

Mr. Jolliffe reserved decision. 


78-SEATER STARTS TROUBLE 
IN BELFAST 
A CALL for “an entirely new agree- 
ment” between Belfast Transport 
Department and the platform staff has 
resulted from the proposal to purchase a 
new 78-seat bus. The men objected to 
remarks made by the general manager, 
Mr. Joseph Mackle, when he proposed 
the purchase of a trial bus. 

A statement from the men says “ not 
only will the conductor of such a bus be 
expected to handle 334 per cent. more 
traffic than now, but further responsibili- 
ties are to be thrust on the driver.” They 
consider that the past year’s profit of 
£76,000, made after paying off losses sus- 
tained on Bellevue and Belfast Castle, do 
not support the statement by Mr. Mackle 
that staff are doing less than they are 
being paid for. 

The men claim that a larger bus must 
inevitably mean a _ further cut in 
frequency, loss of traffic and a reduction 
in the number of platform staff. “ Any 
attempt to put the new bus into operation 
before an agreement has been reached 
will meet with very strong opposition,” 
ends the statement.

Hauliers Fear Entry 
of More Tippers 


Bere Atse of the numerous applications 
submitted, the question whether new- 
comers should be granted B licences for 
tipper work on the new motorways and 
other large building projects has been 
causing concern to members of the Road 
Haulage . Association and the British 
Transport Commission. 

The East Midland Licensing Authority, 
Mr. Charles Hodgson, dealt with the 
problem of the London-Yorkshire motor- 
way by granting short-term licences to 
expire when the work was completed. In 
the North Western Area, where the B.T.C. 
have been active in opposing full-term 
grants to newcomers—on the ground that 
once a foothold is obtained the vehicles 
will become competitive with those of 
existing hauliers—the Deputy Licensing 
Authority, Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, is not in 
favour of this procedure. 

At Preston last week he reserved 
decision on an application for a new 
licence for work on the Lancaster by-pass, 
and commented that the issue of a short- 
term licence was only “ pending the deter- 
mination of an application,” and would 
not be in the spirit of the Act. A licence 
limited to work on a particular project 
was a possibility, he added. 

The question is difficult and many 
hauliers foresee that if newcomers are 
granted licences, whether substantive or 
short-term, they may be tempted to use 
their vehicles irregularly if the licences 
are withdrawn.

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28 Tons for Rigid Tankers Only? 


T= Minister of Transport’s proposal to raise the maximum gross weight 
of eight-wheeled tankers from 24 tons to 28 tons, with an axle-weight 
limit of 9 tons, at present applies only to rigid vehicles. His original letter 
on the subject to interested organizations made no reference to this fact, 
but he has since said that he will consider extending the concession to 


articulated vehicles. 

The matter will be discussed in 
Birmingham next Tuesday by the bulk 
liquids group national committee of the 
Road Haulage Association. It is thought 
that they will press for any increase to 
be made applicable to articulated as well 
as rigid vehicles. 

It is possible that the Association might 
argue that the greater laden weight should 
be extended to cover all goods vehicles, 
but the recommendation would have to 
come from the national executive com- 
mittee, who do not meet until late next 
month. 

Early this week there was confusion 
throughout the industry concerning the 
implications of the proposal. Some sec- 
tions thought that the Minister was con- 
cerning himself with rigid tankers only. 
Others had the impression that a Ministry 
statement—following the original letter 
to interested organizations—which invited 
representations on a weight increase for 
articulated tankers, meant that the matter 
was determined for all bulk-liquid trans- 
porters. 


Invidious Distinction 

Mr. F. J. Reynolds, director of Crow 
Carrying Co., Ltd., told The Commercial 
Votor that it would be invidious to dis- 
criminate against articulated vehicles. 
“ We shall do everything in our power to 
convince the Minister that the increase 
should be made applicable to articulated 
and rigid tankers,” he said. 

There were no complaints, however, 
from Mr. C. Excell, director and general 
manager of Bulwark Transport, Ltd., 
Chippenham. His company operate only 
rigid vehicles. 

Another executive who was happy with 
the situation was Mr. Harold Wood, 


managing director of Harold Wood and 
Son, Ltd., Heckmondwike, Yorkshire. 
He was confident that negotiations to 
achieve parallel treatment for both types 
of vehicle would be successful. 

“A line of demarcation between rigid 
and articulated vehicles would be nothing 
short of disastrous,” said Mr. D. H. 
Joyce, supplies and transportation mana- 
ger of Shell-Mex and B.P., Ltd. “ There 
is no technical reason why any line should 
be drawn between the two types, and in 
the interests of productivity the rigid 
and the articulated tanker should be 
treated equally in the event of any pro- 
posal to increase the gross weight of 
tankers becoming law. The reason why 
two types of tanker are used by operators 
is purely a matter of economics.” 


~ BREAKDOWN NO EXCUSE 


HAULIER who used a B-licence

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C Licences or High 
Rates Responsible ? 


SKING for an application to be 

adjourned, at Leeds last week, Mr. 
T. B. Atkinson told the Yorkshire 
Deputy Licensing Authority, Mr. J. H. 
Randolph, that the heavy haulage indus- 
try and B.R.S, (Pickfords), Ltd., in par- 
ticular, were being undermined by the 
ever-increasing number of low-loaders 
appearing on C licences, and subsequent 
applications to transfer them to B licences. 

Mr. Atkinson, for Pickfords, who were 
objecting, added that this was the basis 
of the application made by J. Ainsworth 
(Morley), Ltd., Morley, who sought to 
replace three tippers by a low-loader of 
11 tons on their B licence. 

Ainsworth’s, said Mr. J. Walker, were 
public-works and plant-hire contractors 
who last March took over a B licence, 
which authorized six tippers. The licence 
was not being fully worked and they 
wanted to surrender three tippers and 
trarsfer the low-loader from C to B 
licence. They wished to carry road and 
building plant within 25 miles and road- 
making machinery and equipment to 
Yorkshire and Lancashire. 

There was a shortage of low-loaders in 
the area, said Mr, Walker, and Pickfords, 
although satisfactory for long-distance 
work, were too expensive for local jobs. 
Four witnesses supported the application 
and a Mr. Quinn, of Leeds, said that six 
weeks ago he had obtained quotations for 
carrying machinery from Grantham to 
Lancashire. Pickfords had quoted a 
figure £35 higher than a York haulier’s. 

Mr. Atkinson suggested that the lower 
figure was because the York haulier 
already had a vehicle in the Grantham 
area. He added that the present applica- 
tion was based on reciprocal business 
arrangements between the applicants and 
the witnesses, 

It was obvious, he said, that it was 
cheaper to operate under B licence than 
an A licence, because if a vehicle were 
not being operated by the applicants it 
could be offered, at cut rates, to their 
customers. The application was setting 
a dangerous precedent and Pickfords 
were alarmed by it. Decision was 
reserved,

Club was unquestionably the most 
successful of the series. The site made 
ivailable for last Sunday’s event, the 
car park alongside the headquarters of 
Harold Wood and Sons, Ltd., at 
Basildon, was almost ideal for the pur- 
pose and there was ample space both for 
the tests and the spectators. who came 
along in large numbers. 

Best performance on points was put 
up by V. E. Brewster in an immaculately 
restored Model T Ford van of 1922. 
This was the standard 8-cwt. version of a 
famous and long-suffering marque and 
Mr. Brewster’s, now shining in blue and 
black, was in daily use on a farm until 
1933. Unlike some of the entries at 
Basildon, the Ford = arrived from 
Tunbridge Wells that morning, under its 
own power. 

The senior class, for vehicles built 
before 1917, attracted several remarkable 
entries, including a gleaming Foden steam 
wagon of 1916 which proved as spry as 
ever, a World War I Traffic and an 
F.W.D. In the timed driving tests, 
however, steamers and electric vehicles 
were penalized 5 sec. by reason of their 
smartness off the mark. With that handi- 
cap, the Walker Electric in the livery of 
Harrods, and entered by E. J. Beveridge. 
did well to finish third in the tests.

No Rebuilding 
With Oilers 


HE adoption of oil-engined vehicles has enabled G. Brazil 
f 3 and Co. (Transport), Ltd., to dispense with a policy of 

reconditioning vehicles to extend -their life. 
vans were docked at approximately 50,000-70,000-mile intervals 
for the installation of new engines, and opportunity was taken 
at the same time to recondition the rest of the chassis. 


Now, however, the company operate 
oilers, the engine life of which, at 
100,000-125,000 miles, is considered to 
be the same. as that of the remainder 
of the vehicles. Rather than rebuild 
at this stage, the company prefer to 
replace vehicles with new models, 
chiefly to maintain a fleet composed 
of up-to-date types. 

Other advantages are that it is no 
longer necessary to employ a large 
workshop staff, fewer spare vehicles 
need be held in reserve, and space 
taken up by the workshop can be put 
to more productive use. Conversion to 
oil-engined vehicles began some years 
ago when the petrol engines of 
Bedford vehicles, upon which the com- 
pany then standardized, were replaced 
by Perkins P4 units when their petrol 
engines were due to be discarded. A 
few of these vehicles remain, one 
having covered 116,000 miles with a 
P4 installed. 


Short Notice 

Subsequently the Thames 2-ton 
chassis with the makers’ own oil 
engine became available and this type 
now predominates in the fleet. The 
plan for the replacement of old vans 
is intended to provide for one new 
vehicle to be ready at any time in the 
possession of the suppliers, when it 
can be called upon at short notice if 
necessary.

the Brazil Group, who are bacon 
curers and manufacturers of sausages, 
pies and cooked meats. The head 
establishment is at Amersham, where 
there is a factory producing a full 
range of the company’s lines. At 
Witney and Winchester are other 
plants without facilities for the curing 
of bacon, but where the other goods 
are manufactured. 

These factories also serve as depots 
for local distribution, and there are 
further depots at Stepney, Godalming, 
Bristol and Brighton. Articulated 
vehicles have been exploited for the 
movement of supplies between the 
factories and  non-manufacturing 
depots, also for the distribution of 
bacon from Amersham and, to an 
extent, the balancing of tonnage 
between factories when any of them 
might not be able to meet immediate 
distribution commitments and need to 
draw supplies from another plant.

years and it is planned to raise it still 
further. A new bakehouse is being 
built at Amersham and, it is claimed, 
will be the most modern of its kind 
in the south of England. The com- 
pany’s annual turnover exceeds £2}m. 
The overall level of production does 
not vary much throughout the year. 
Mr. H. T. Phillips, a director, 
pointed out to me that although the 
consumption of pork pies went down 
in the winter it was balanced by a 
greater demand for steak pies, and 





the reverse occurred in the summer. 
There are approximately 10,000 retail 
outlets for Brazil products, and each 
is called upon at an average of 2} 
times 4 week, representing 4,000 calls 
by the vehicles each day. 


The earliest articulated vehicle, 
which has since gone out of service, 
was a close-coupled Vulcan-Carrimore, 
but the conventional type of coupling 
has been preferred for the models now 
being purchased.

At Witney is a similar Dennis trac- 
tor with two semi-trailers, and at 
Winchester a Thames Trader 10-ton 
tractor, also with two semi-trailers. 
Amersham depot has just taken 
delivery of a further Thames tractor 
and two semi-trailers, as has Stepney 
branch. 

All the Thames and the Witney- 
based Dennis articulated units are inter- 
changeable. They have Carrimore 
couplings and _ semi-trailers, and 
the latest types of body are unpainted. 
The exterior light-alloy panelling has 
a }-in. diamond pattern which does 
not readily show scratches, and the 
initial saving is £80. Repainting costs 
are also saved, and repairs may be 
done more quickly because of the time 
otherwise involved in matching paint. 


Rated Loads 


The Trader tractors have single- 
speed axles. The use of Eaton units 
is not considered likely to be as 
economic as with the Dennis Horla, 
because the Thames rear-axle ratio is a 
little higher than the standard Dennis 
specification. Loads carried by the 
semi-trailers come up to rated capacity. 
They are contained in wire and 
aluminium stacking trays, as well as 
cartons. No shelving or racking is 
fitted. 


Goods are placed in the vehicles 
from cold store at 38-40° F., and their 
temperature is maintained by 2 in. of 
insulation in Onazote or tissue-faced 
glass-fibre. The Vulcan outfit had its 
own refrigeration plant, but this was 
not thought to be necessary for the 





newer vehicles, because journeys are 
scarcely long enough for there to be a 
critical rise in the temperature. The 
refrigeration plant also occupied space 
in which a reasonable amount of goods 
could otherwise have been stacked. 

The articulated vehicle at Witney 
shuttles on two routes—to Bristol and 
to Amersham—whilst the two Win- 
chester “artics” link the factory with 
Godalming, Brighton and Amersham. 
The Trader based at Amersham leaves 
early each morning for Stepney depot, 
where it leaves a full semi-trailer, 
picks up an empty unit and then goes 
to Smithfield market. Here it is 
loaded with meat for Amersham, the 
transport of which previously involved 
the casual hiring of hauliers’ vehicles. 

The company pass none of their pro- 
ducts through wholesalers and have 
five shops of their own, three at 
Amersham and two in High Wycombe. 
At each of the factories and depots is 
a number of Thames 2-tonners distri- 
buting to customers, together with a 
few Bedford P4 vans that remain in 
service. 


Mr. H. A. 


Watkins, engineering 
director, has devoted a great deal of 
effort towards evolving the most suit- 
able types of vehicle for the company’s 
needs. A long body, as made possible 
by forward or semi-forward control, is 


valuable. Sliding doors are a safety 
asset, and today only the oil engine 
can be considered. 

Some Trojan _ full-forward-control 
20-25-cwt. vans with P3 engines have 
been built to embody these ideas. Two 
are in use at Stepney and another at 
Amersham, and the purchase of a 
further 12 is being considered. These 
would be used to augment the fleet 
after three old vehicles had been 
scrapped. 

Although smaller than the Thames 
models, the Trojans are well suited to 
short-radius work, On which they 
return 32 m.p.g. The Thames vehicles 
average 22-25 m.p.g., whilst the 
Bedford P4 vans do 26 m.p.g 

Thames vehicles have the manufac- 
turers standard van bodywork modi- 
fied to suit Brazil's requirements. The 
interior is lined with duralumin and 
Bll 
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insulated with glass-fibre, and the rear- 
door aperture is narrowed so that, 
when opened, the doors do not exceed 
the width of the vehicle. 

At one time the company adapted 
their vans to provide a full-width rear 
well for ease of entry, but this was 
abandoned because it was found that 
the near-side corner, having a reduced 
ground clearance, was too susceptible 
to damage caused by striking high 
kerbs. Drivers can enter current 
vehicles by means of steps in the 
middle, the lowest being an outrigged 
steel frame, 

Other vehicles include six Austin 
5-cwt. vans, of which there is one at 
each base except Brighton. All final 
deliveries from Brighton are made by 
contract vehicles. The 5-cwt. vans are 
used by sales-promotion staff. 


Loading starts at about 4 a.m., so 
that they are ready to begin deliveries 
between 6.30 a.m. and 7.30 a.m. The 
vehicles are nearly always filled to 
capacity with goods in trays, cartons 
and bags. Trays are not left at custo- 
mers’ premises, so that calls do not 
involve the collection of empties 
remaining from previous deliveries. 

In a 10-hour day a van might make 
30-80 calls and cover 35-45 miles on 
town work, and up to 80 miles in the 
country. Many routes involve fairly 
long runs from the depots to the actual 
areas of delivery. 
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Thus, deliveries from Amersham to 
Reading entail about 20 miles’ con- 
tinuous running on the outward and 
return journeys to the town itself, in 
which a call is made about every mile, 
the overall distance covered being 70 
miles. Three vehicles are kept as 
spares for the delivery section of the 
fleet. 

The maintenance programme 
involves monthly checks made by 
Brazil’s own staff or that of vehicle 
manufacturers’ dealers. Normally 
about 2,000 miles elapse between each 
servicing. Importance is attached to 
thorough inspection. Brakes, for 
example, are checked at 16,000-mile 
intervals and the usual practice is to 
fit new shoes at 32,000 miles. 


Otherwise, during the life of the 
vehicles the company reckon to replace 
only the usual items of tyres and 
batteries. Exide batteries are fitted as 
replacements and are found to be 
capable of giving a three-year life. 

Dunlop and Firestone covers are 
chosen for replacements, but Michelin 
X tyres are being tested on four 
vehicles. Life of textile covers on 
delivery vehicles is normally 24,000 
miles, but this distance has already 
been exceeded by the semi-metallics. 


Retreads are not considered worth 
while. 

Paintwork is touched up and 
varnished when necessary, but the

latest rigid vehicles are being finished 
in L.C.1. coach enamel which requires 
no varnish. Similarly, the use of gold 
leaf has been eschewed in favour of 
imitation gold paint to save time when 
renovating paintwork. 

The nature of the work possibly 
explains the scheduling of top over- 
hauls at the comparatively short 


- intervals of 25,000-30,000 miles, with 


the possible fitting of new piston rings 
at twice this distance. This means that 
a 4D engine receives three or four top 
overhauls before it is considered worn 
out and the vehicle is scrapped. It is 
expected that the P3 engines of the 
Trojans will require to be similarly 
dealt with. 

Accountancy for fleet operations 
embraces the recording of expenses, 
but costs are not analysed as closely 
as was the practice two years ago 
Detailed analysis is not thought to be 
as valuable as it was when economics, 


rather than mechanical condition, 
determined the replacement of a 
vehicle. 


Similarly, a safety bonus scheme for 
drivers has been discontinued. Awards 
were made on a points basis- and, 
although a good deal of calculation 
was involved, the results were not 
wholly successful. Instead. all new 
drivers, after they have been selected 
by the sales department, are now 
tested by the British School of Motor 
ing, Ltd.

ECAUSE of its high power-to-weight ratio—high, 
B that is, by British standards—the Scania-Vabis CF75 

oil-engined 74-passenger bus has an_ acceleration 
performance which puts it in the class of much lighter 
petrol-engined vehicles. Moreover, the fuel-consumption 
rate achieved on test was better than is normally returned 
by British vehicles running at approximately the 
weight, but with only 60 per cent. of the engine power. 
Running non-stop over a narrow undulating route, a con- 
sumption rate of 15.3 m.p.g. was returned at an average 
speed of 31.2 m.p.h., the bus being tested at a gross weight 
of almost 12 tons. 

Braking was exceptionally smooth even by normal 
passenger-vehicle standards, a comfortable ride was given 
over somewhat indifferent road _ surfaces, first-rate 
manceuvrability was afforded by power-assisted steering 
and the turning circle was surprisingly small. The high 
standard of chassis and body finish was also noteworthy. 

The Scania-Vabis CF75 series of passenger vehicles is 
the latest to have been introduced by this old-established 
Swedish manufacturer. Two basic versions are available, 
these differing in respect of wheelbase. The 20-ft.- 
wheelbase model, as tested (the CF75-61), can accommodate 
74 passengers and has 46 and the CF75-57 
18-ft. 7-in.-wheelbase bus has 43 seats, with room for 26 
standing passengers. 

The relative numbers of seated and standing passengers 
can be varied within the maximum capacities stated, and 
long-distance coach layouts can be incorporated simply. 
The long-wheelbase bus has an _ overall length of 
39 ft. 44 in., excluding the optional spare wheel, which, 
when fitted, is mounted vertically on the rear panel. The

Bendix-Westinghouse air-pressure braking equipment is 
employed to actuate the Scania-Vabis S-cam brakes. Power is 
supplied by a water-cooled twin-cylindered compressor, with 
an output of 18 c.f.m. at 2,200 engine r.p.m. An unusual 
braking feature is the incorporation of an air-pressure servo 
in the linkage of the single-pull hand brake. Another departure 
from previous Scania-Vabis practice is the abolition of a trans- 
mission drum for the hand brake, the linkage now being 
connected through a balance beam to the rear brakes. 

An all-steel welded sub-frame forms the basis of this integral 
design, having two full-length longitudinal runners and eight 
cross-members incorporating outriggers. Steel pressings are 
employed also for the body framing and are welded directly to 
the underframe. Most of the outer body panels are of 
aluminium, although some of the rear-most ones are of steel, 
and all are riveted to the body structure. Steel inner panelling 
is concealed behind decorative plastic laminates below waist- 
rail level. 

Plastics mouldings are employed for certain exterior panels, 
including the front and rear roof domes, the windscreen 
framing, the luggage-boot door, and the front and rear light 
nacelles. 

The basic body shell has two jack-knife doors—an entrance 
ahead of the front wheels and an exit a little in front of the 
rear wheels. Both doors are actuated by air pressure. Three 
Beclawat Zephyr sliding windows are incorporated in the left 
side of the body, and there are two Weathershields glazed roof 
ventilators. 

The kerb weight of the bus was 84 tons, including fuel test 
tanks, and the load consisted of iron weights totalling 
3 tons 7 cwt. I was told that by Swedish standards this repre- 
sented 46 passengers and hand baggage, but by normally 
B26 


accepted British ratings it was equivalent to about 54 passen- 
gers. With myself and four Scania-Vabis representatives the 
gross running weight was 11 tons 19 cwt., of which 
5 tons 7 cwt. was carried by the front wheels. 

A stretch of private road running through the centre of the 
Scania-Vabis factory was used for the brake tests. An 
oscillograph, connected to a fifth wheel, had been provided 
for these tests and all the readings were consistent. When 
braking from both the test speeds some wheel-locking was 
noted, large quantities of rubber being deposited on the road. 

Nevertheless, the oscillograph traces indicated clean braking 
characteristics, retardation starting within 0.2 second of 
initial application of the pedal. Hand-brake figures were 
taken from 20 m.p.h. and an average of 34 per cent. (10.6 ft. 
per sec. per sec.) was obtained. These are good results for a 
single-pull brake on a vehicle weighing nearly 12 tons, particu- 
larly as little effort was required, although the servo tended 
to increase the lever travel somewhat. 

Extremely good acceleration figures were obtained, and for 
the standing-start tests second gear was used to pull away, 
40 m.p.h. being reached in fourth gear. The maximum speed 
in top gear is just over 55 m.p.h., which is some 18 m.p.h 
higher than is legally permitted in Sweden except on motor- 
ways, where 50 m.p.h. is allowed. 

I was particularly pleased by the smoothness of the engine 
and transmission during the direct-drive acceleration tests 
between 10 m.p.h. and 40 mph. Acceleration from 
10-20 m.p.h. and 20-30 m.p.h. was reasonably constant, but 
fell off in rate between 30 m.p.h. and 40 m.p.h., the torque 
dropping by some 70 Ib.-ft. over this speed range in direct

For the second series of tests two stops per 
mile were made. Each stop was, as usual, of 
15 seconds’ duration, during which time the engine was left 
idling. Normal acceleration rates were used when pulling away, 
30 m.p.h. being reached in 22 seconds on most occasions. The 
figures show that the use of a large engine in a passenger 
vehicle of this capacity does not result in unfortunately high 
fuel consumption, and the engine is rarely worked to its full 
capacity. The extra power, although by no means essential the 
whole time, is useful for fast acceleration. It also allows the 
use of high gearing, which, in conjunction with an engine speed 
of 2,200 r.p.m. (high by British standards), gives a useful 
maximum speed for fast touring. 

It is not hard to envisage British 40-ft.-long 50-seat luxury 
coaches weighing about 12 tons gross being built to take full 
advantage of the motorways. If they were to be powered by 
engines of this output, the desirable acceleration and high speed 
would be available, whilst the non-stop fuel-consumption rate 
at normal cruising speeds would be in the region of 15 m.p.g., 
which should help to keep running costs down to a reasonable 
figure.

Baulked by Parked Cars 


For hill-performance tests I drove the bus from Ostertiilje 
into the centre of Sédertilje. The presence of a spare wheel 
mounted vertically at the rear made the overall length well over 
40 ft.. but the vehicle was not difficult to handle. The streets 
of Sédertalje are not renowned for their width and the entrance 
to the gradient of Sankt Ragnhildsgatan—a sharp left-hander 
proved to be impenetrable because of the presence of cars 
parked on each side of the road, which left a neck little more 
than 8 ft. 6 in. wide. I did not discover this until too late and 
had to reverse into the main stream of the rush-hour traffic. 

By a devious route, the hill was approached from the 
Opposite side, by which time one of the parked cars had been 
moved and [I was able to take the bus on to the gradient, 
using a full right lock, without much trouble, although the 
ascent between the lines of parked cars was made with little 
more than 2 in. to spare on each side. 

On the steepest section, where the gradient is 1 in 5.8, the 
CF75 was stopped and the hand brake held it comfortably. 
Several smooth second-gear restarts were made, suggesting 
that the bottom-gear perforgance would be far above that 
demanded by most bus operators. The simple four-speed 
gearbox, which has a bottom gear of 5.16 to 1, would suffice 
for normal town work, whilst the overdrive-top gearbox, which 
has a bottom gear of 6.31 to 1, would give even better gradient 
performance, with the added advantage of raising the 
maximum speed to nearly 65 m.p.h. 

From Sankt Ragnhildsgatan I took the bus to the half-mile- 
long climb known as Tvetabacken, the average gradient of 
Which is approximately 1 in 9. The shape of the radiator 
filler neck made it impossible to test the engine-coolant tem- 
perature rise, but the system has a capacity of 8} gal. and has 
a large six-bladed fan, so caoling should present no problems. 

The ascent was made ina total time of 1 minute 34 seconds, 
equivalent to an average speed of nearly 19 m.p.h.—fast climb- 
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ing for a vehicle of this size. The lowest gear employed was 
second, which was engaged for approximately half a minute, 
and the efficiency of the synchromesh mechanism permitted a 
smooth change into third without reduction in speed once over 
the steepest hump. 

After I had turned the bus round, I coasted it down the hill 
in neutral, keeping the foot brake lightly applied so that the 
speed did not exceed 20 m.p.h. This test lasted just unde 
1} minutes, at the end of which a full-pressure stop was made 
and a Tapley meter reading of 75 per cent. was recorded 
This was some 10 per cent. less than was obtained early in the 
day, but it was obvious that little fade had occurred, most of 
the reduction in efficiency being caused by wheel-locking on 
the loose surface of Tvetabacken. 

Taken generally, the design of the bus is highly satisfactory, 
not only for the operator, but also for the driver and passen- 
gers. The ride, as felt throughout the length of the vehicle, is 
good, and the seats, although of simple construction, are 
particularly comfortable, each pair being staggered to give 
increased elbow room. The degree of engine noise penetrating 
the passenger compartment is by no means excessive, although 
generally it appeared to be a little higher than that of an 
underfloor-engined design, except right at the rear. 

My first impression of the steering was that it was rather 
dead, with virtually no castor action, but I soon became 
accustomed to this, and the high gearing enables the bus to be 
manceuvred in confined spaces with complete confidence. Five 
turns of the wheel suffice from lock to lock. Because the 
steering column is cranked, so that its lower section is vertical, 
the wheel is placed well forward. This gives it a comfortable 
rake, whilst allowing the driver to sit closer to the windscreen 
than would otherwise be possible. Hence the good forward 
visibility quoted in the data panel. 


Long Gear-lever Travel 

A characteristic typical of most Swedish vehicles that I have 
driven is the excessive gear-lever travel, and at times I found 
it difficult to engage second gear with the engine idling and 
the vehicle stationary. Once accustomed to the length of 
travel, however, I found gear-changing good and the baulk- 
type synchromesh was most effective without making the 
change heavy. 

Because the positions of the engine cowl, hand-brake lever 
and switch boxes leave little room for the driver to reach his 
seat other than by vaulting over the backrest, the seat pivots, 
so that it may be turned towards the cowl. Care had to be 
taken that the lateral seat adjustment was just right, however, 
otherwise when there was sufficient clearance in front of the 
cushion for my knees to pass between it and the cowl, my 
coat was hooked up against the hand-brake lever 

All the controls, switches, dials and warning lights are well 
placed in relation to the driving seat, and the warning lights 
include one which indicates that the luggage-boot 
has been left open. Both the passenger doors are controlled 
by a single lever which has five positions. 
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NE of the most important deveiop- 
Omens in post-war road transport 
is the ever-increasing demand for 
bulk delivery of many commodities 
formerly carried in bags or other small 
containers.

This has meant 4a 
change-over from platform vehicles to 
types suitable for bulk delivery, and the 
cement fleet strength is now 316, spread 
over 10 works and depots. There are 161 
platform lorries, 66 tippers, eight 
pressurized vehicles, 79 other tankers and 
two vans. It is expected that eventually 
tankers will predominate for loads of 
six tons and over. 
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The vehicles cover an area bounded in 
the north by a line drawn from Kendal 
to the Tees, and southwards by one 
through Anglesey, Chester, Leicester and 
Boston. In addition to the main works 
in the Hull area, vehicles are stationed 
at Hope (Derbys), Kirton Lindsey 
(Lincs), Barnstone (Notts), Widnes 
(Lancs), and Cauldon (Staffs), serving 
their own districts under the control of 
the local works foreman or manager 

Although overall control is exercised 
from Wilmington, there is flexibility of 
movement from one area to another as 
additional transport needs arise. Each 
works functions as a separate unit and 
influences vehicle replacement policy 

Of the tonnage carried by road in 
1935, 5S per cent. was in the company’s 
own vehicles and 45 per cent. in hired 
vehicles.

Extra Axles: 
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Advice was Right 


NE clear fact has emerged from 
O-« recent decisions of the 

Transport Tribunal in connec- 
tion with “ axle ” cases in the Northern 
Traffic Area: the advice received by 
the Road Haulage Association con- 
cerning structural alterations to vehicles 
during the currency of a licence, and 
passed on to members, was legally 
correct. 

Whatever may be said about the pro- 
priety of turning to account a loophole 
in the law to gain advantage in carrying 
capacity, the fact remains that the irregu- 
larities for which those concerned are 
being punished are all in connection with 
false statements within the meaning of 
Section 9 (3) of the 1953 Act. 

In nearly all traffic areas an inquiry 
concerning alterations to vehicles during 
the currency of a licence has received a 
similar reply: ““ There is no necessity to 
inform the Licensing Authority or to 
apply for a variation of the licence. Any 
question of increased carrying capacity 
or possible objection will be dealt with 
on renewal.” 

This is understood to be the considered 
opinion of the Treasury Solicitor and the 
advice was given in good faith by the 
clerk to the Northern Licensing 
Authority. 


Unwanted Protection 


Perhaps one of the most significant 
reasons why the Tribunal have imposed 
only nominal suspensions in recent cases 
is that the hauliers whom Mr. J. A. T. 
Hanlon, Northern Licensing Authority, 
has been trying to protect from unfair 
competition have not objected to the 
applications by the offenders to translate 
their gains to permanent advantage by 
obtaining public A licences for heavier 
vehicles, The only conclusion that can 
be drawn is that they have not been 
alfected. 

In the recent Metcalfe and Hudson 
appeals the Tribunal said that, although 
they were satisfied that statements had 
been made which were false within the 
meaning of Section 9 (3) of the 1953 Act, 
there had been no deliberate law-break- 
ing and the respondents were justified in 
taking the advice of their Association. 
They had acted in good faith, but any 
haulier who transgressed the law, even 
without any intention of so doing, and 
obtained a commercial advantage, must 
suffer some punishment. 

In each case, revocation was altered 
to suspension and the penalty was con- 
sidered as purging the offence. The Tri- 
bunal directed that the applications for 
public A licences were to be dealt with on 
their merits and without consideration of 
the change in weight. 
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THE LICENSING SCENE 

ANY points of law and _ pro- 

cedure arise in the _ licensing 
courts throughout Great Britain, and 
are not fully dealt with in reported 
cases, or may be overlooked by 
readers. 

In this new feature “The Com- 
mercial Motor” will present points of 
interest in recent goods and passenger 
cases, together with comments on 
current applications and news from 
the traffic areas. 











An immediate effect of these decisions 
was the revision by Mr. Hanlon of his 
decision to remove a vehicle from the 
licence of G. C. and A. Robson, of 
Slaley, for similar offences. Altering the 
penalty to two months’ suspension, he 
said that no greater blame could be 
placed on Robson than on Metcalfe or 
Hudson. He had had the benefit of the 
Tribunal’s decisions and tiey called for 
a lesser penalty. 

In a number of these cases small 
operators, knowing little of the law, have 
obviously acted in good faith, but, unless 
those whose interests are likely to be 
affected watch the situation closely and 
oppose “renewals” where applicants 
seek to make permanent advantages 
irregularly obtained, there remains a 
loophole for a haulier to score over his 
rivals. 


A-hiring Rejected 
in Scotland 
HAT was regarded by many Scottish 
hauliers as an attempt by Highland 
Haulage, Ltd., to gain almost complete 
control of A-licensed work in the north 
of Scotland has been foiled by the Trans- 
port Tribunal. 

Their request for an A licence for 30 
vehicles to be hired between September 
and April, on the grounds that customers 
were complaining about inefficient sub- 
contractors using unsuitable vehicles and 
that the £70,000 paid for hiring in 1958 
should be reduced, was first heard in 
March, 

There were then 31 objectors and Mr. 
A. Robertson, Scottish Deputy Licensing 
Authority, in refusing the application, 
said that no one had ever complained of 
the recognized practice of dealing with 
emergencies by short-term licence, and 
many small operators would suffer if 
Highland Haulage, instead of the Licen- 
sing Authority, were allowed to control 
seasonal transport. 

Upholding Mr. Robertson’s decision, 
the Tribunal said that hiring, rather than

buying, made no difference to proof of 
need. Although pressure might be severe 
in the Highlands at certain times of the 
year, they supported the practice of the 
Licensing Authority in’ granting short- 
term licences readily and quickly when 
necessary and proposed that it should 
continue. When Highland Haulage’s 
special A licences expired in 1960 they 
should give thought to an increase in 
heavier vehicles and the question of 
normal user. 

The handing over of control of trans- 
port in a particular area to any large 
haulier, however good the intention. 
would quickly lead to a situation inimical 
to all the smaller members of the indus- 
try. Before the appeal, a prominent 
Scottish haulier told The Commercial 
Motor that if such applications were 
approved, he would dispose of his 
interests. 


No Short Cut 
from B to A 


HOULD a bona fide haulier who has 
no other business be allowed to con- 
vert a B licence into an A licence with 
a normal user similar to the B-licence 
conditions? Is a conversion from a B 
licence to an A licence justified by wrong 
advice given when the 1933 Act first 
came into force? These two questions 
have recently again been before the 
traffic courts. 

In Scotland, an appeal by Mr. W. Watt 
Cook, who is exclusively a_ haulier, 
against the Scottish Deputy Licensing 
Authority’s refusal to transfer six vehicles 
(24 tons) from B to A licence was dis- 
missed. 

Arguments on the ground of inter- 
changeability of vehicles found more 
favour in Yorkshire, where the Deputy 
Licensing Authority granted a five-vehicle 
switch to F. Phillips (Haulage), Ltd., 
Sheffield, but with a normal user much 
wider than the original conditions, On 
appeal, the Tribunal reversed the deci- 
sion, pointing out that the evidence was 
insufficient to show that the slight incon- 
venience suffered by the conditions limit- 
ing the use of the B vehicles was of such 
a nature that it could only reasonably 
be cured by the grant of an A licence. 


New Application Coming 

They added that there would be no 
justification for the change even if the 
normal user were restricted to an area 
not much greater than under B licence. 
They allowed the decision to remain in 
force until October to enable Phillip’s 
to make a fresh application and suggested 
there might be a case for reconsideration 
of the B-licence conditions. 

In the North-West an application by 
H. Evers, Ltd., Manchester, to convert 
their large fleet of tipping vehicles from 
B to A licences on the ground that they 
had been wrongly advised, was strongly 
opposed and refused. 

These decisions might well be borne 
in mind by operators when the question 
of applying for additional vehicles for

Irregular Base 
Changes Curbed 


HE action taken by the South Wales 

Licensing Authority, Mr. Idris Owen, 
in refusing to license eight vehicles to 
B.R.S. (Parcels), Ltd., until two months 
from the date on which they, or any sub- 
stitute vehicles, ceased to be licensed in 
the original areas from which they had 
been irregularly transferred, has probably 
ended a practice which many independent 
hauliers regarded with grave disquiet. 

Unauthorized switches from one part 
of the country to another could cause a 
surplus of transport in certain areas and 
a shortage in others, and, although it is 
not suggested that this was the case, 
could have been used to bolster up objec- 
tions against applications by hauliers. 

An immediate result of this decision 
was the calling of an inquiry under 
Section 11 (5) of the 1933 Act (under 
which a Licensing Authority may hold 
an inquiry for any reason he sees fit) by 
Mr. Charles Hodgson in the East Mid- 
lands, concerning vehicles which had 
been transferred from Wellingborough 
and Rushden to South Wales without 
authority. After being told that the 
irregularities had arisen through mistaken 
procedure, he commented that B.R.S. 
would be treated in the same way as any 
other operator and they had incurred 
his displeasure. The vehicles were deleted 
from the East Midland licences from 
July 13. 

At the original inquiry it was submitted 
by Mr. T. D. Corpe, for the objectors, 
that such changes of base were far more 
serious than changes of types of goods 
carried, to which, so often, the B.T.C. 
pushed objections to the limit. 


From “ Flats” to Tankers: 
Weight Increased 

N the Yorkshire Area, the application 

by Fred Chappell, Ltd., to convert to 
public A licence five special A vehicles 
of a licensed total of 33 tons unladen, 
which have been altered from “ flats ” 
into tankers, with a weight increase of 
more than 12 tons, will continue at Leeds 
on September 7. 

Avital difference between this and 
other cases of increased weight on special 
A licence is that it is contended that 
everything that was done was with the 
full knowledge and permission of the 
Licensing Authority's office. The appli- 
cation is opposed by Harold Wood, Ltd., 
Bulwark Transport, Ltd., British Rail- 
ways and B.R.S. (Pickfords), Ltd. 

Hearing of the appeal by Bulk Liquid 
Transport, Ltd.. against the £20,000 fine 
inflicted on the company and prison sen- 
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tences received by employees on charges 
of conspiracy and drivers hours offences 
at Leeds Assizes earlier this year, has 
been held up because of the great amount 
of work involved in preparing a tran- 
script of the evidence. This has now been 
completed and it is likely that the appeal 
will be heard in the early autumn. 


Contract-A Grants 
Cause Concern 


EMBERS of the Caernarvonshire and 
Anglesey Sub-area of the Road 
Haulage Association are gravely con- 
cerned about tipping work in south Caer- 
narvonshire, where several A-licence 
vehicles are short of work because of 
the issue of contract-A licences to new- 
comers at allegedly cut rates. A special 
meeting has discussed the situation with 
a view to approaching the Licensing 
Authority to hold inquiries before grant- 
ing further contract licences in the area 
Although a Licensing Authority would 
not be justified in refusing a contract-A 
licence on account of wasteful competi- 
tion, he could do so if the terms of the 
contract were such that the operator 
would be forced, or seriously tempted by 
circumstances, to commit a breach of the 
special condition attached to his licence 
by seeking work outside, or if the rates 
were sO inadequate that the vehicles 
could not be maintained satisfactorily. 


Threat to Bulk-flour 
Hauliers 


AULIERS in the Eastern and North 

Eastern Regions of British Railways 
who have purchased expensive bulk-flour 
tankers may soon have to face serious 
competition from rail. There is reason to 
believe that pressurized flour tankers are 
being built and will shortly be in opera- 
tion in these areas. The rail tanks will be 
detachable and suitable for collection and 
delivery to customers without rail sidings

Attack on Irregular 
Linking 

HE North Western Traffic Commis- 

sioners plans to stamp out 
unauthorized linking by imposing condi- 
tions on the licences of more than 700 
operators, as they come up for renewal, 
are now getting into their stride 

Many licensees have accepted the con- 
ditions without demur, but in the case 
of those who oppose the proposals, the 
chairman, Mr. F, Williamson, has agreed 
to withhold decision for six months to 
enable each fares area to formulate a 
schedule of linked destinations. He has 
made it clear, however, that the Commis- 
sioners regard unauthorized departures 
from licensing as extremely serious and 
will not necessarily agree to the proposals 
formulated. 

Fhe schedules are likely to be opposed 
by British Railways, who contend that 
any linking grant should be accompanied 
by an appropriate cut in vehicle allow- 
ance. The attitude of the objecting 
express and stage carriage operators, most 
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of whom are also interested in excursions, 
seems to be that they will only object 
if a particular linked destination threatens 
abstraction. 

The argument put forward that 
nowhere in the Road Traffic Act is there 
any provision that a vehicle shall not be 
used simultaneously on more than one 
licence appears to be based on the reason 
ing that, unless linking is expressly for 
bidden, it must be lawful. It takes no 
account of the fact that indiscriminate 
linking could affect vital express and 
Stage services and would be against the 
public interest which the Act enjoins the 
Commissioners to consider 

It is clear, however, that some linking 
is essential, particularly in ‘the case of 
small operators, and the North Western 
Commissioners’ only concern is to keep 
it within control. 


Cheap Excursions 


Feared 


IDE issues of national importance 

have been raised in Yorkshire by the 
applications of three companies in the 
Wallace Arnold Group—Wallace Arnold 
Tours, Ltd., Leeds, Feather Bros. (Tours), 
Ltd., Bradford, and J. W. Kitchen and 
Sons, Ltd., Bradford—for authority to 
carry old-age pensioners, at fares reduced 
by 25 per cent., on their excursions and 
tours at certain off-peak periods 

It was stated on their behalf that it 
would be necessary to produce an old- 
age-pension book in order to qualify for 
the urgently needed concession. 

The objectors submitted that the mere 
possession of an old-age pension did not 
mean the recipient was in need of finan 
cial aid. They cited as an example Lord 
Montgomery, who received an old-age 
pension yet could afford a Rolls-Royce 
and chauffeur. They also suggested that 
the logical conclusion of such conces 
sions was a “means test” applied to 
travellers, which could create a dangerous 
precedent, as there were many other 
classes of society in need of financial con 
cessions—the blind, limbless, unemployed 
and those persons with large families 

Yorkshire stage-carriage operators 
expressed grave concern at the abstrac- 
tion from their services which they 
believed would undoubtedly follow, and 
think that such an issue could properly 
be decided only at a national level. 

Decision has not yet been announced 
by the Commissioners and it is not 
unlikely that Maj. F. S. Eastwood, the 
chairman, raised the matter with his col- 
leagues at their last conference 


More Controversy 
Over Smoking 

HE North Western Commissioners’ 

proposal to add conditions to the 
licences of 10 express and stage-carriage 
operators to ban smoking on the lower 
deck of double-deck buses was heard at 
Blackpool yesterday. Mr. H. Bottomley, 
general manager of Ribble Motor Ser- 
vices, Ltd., has strong views on the pro- 
posal and sees no reason why the present 
situation, which has seldom been the 
cause of complaint, should be changed 
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Are There Still Neros with Us? 


ISTORY records that Nero fiddled while Rome 
burned. A modern parallel might be the failure of 
the employers’ association and the unions to reach agree- 
ment on implementing the provisions of the 30 m.p.h. speed 
limit for heavy goods vehicles. It is now two years since 
the higher limit became law, and apart from a reported 
settlement by British Road Services we are no further 
forward. It is not intended to discuss here the merits of 
the case from either side, but to theorize on a possible 
outcome of a continuing impasse. 

Despite the many red herrings drawn across the debate, 
higher average speeds are practicable under modern con- 
ditions. Over 30 years ago I often punched a solid-tyre 
wagon and trailer of around 13 tons gross for 180 miles 
inside 11 hours, although there were no driving restrictions 
then. That was done with first World War W.D. Leylands 
nearing the end of their useful life. Some may also recall 
the sure but slow road progress of the 3-ton chain-driven 
Albion, and the tricks adopted with the balance weights 
of the governor to produce that extra knot. This type 
of vehicle did the London-Glasgow run in two and a half 
days of reasonable hours, as against the two days of this 
modern age. 

Since that period, main and secondary roads have 
improved out of all recognition, despite the continuing 
call for more. There is, of course, no comparison in 
vehicle density, but that point is sometimes overplayed. 
Therefore 30 years of development in vehicle design and 
performance have been largely wasted effort, and even a 
fraction of the increased potential cannot be used. 

It is generally conceded, however grudgingly, that no 
government of any political hue can allow the railways 
to languish and die. The first steps were taken in the 1933 
Act. Whilst bringing regulations to goods vehicles, it was 
also designed to prevent free, unlimited assault on railway 
traffics. The new deal followed in the years before the 
last war. It was carried a stage further by partial 
nationalization. Now we have rail modernization, which 
may yet prove to be the most effective danger of all to 
long-distance hauliers. 

Some people may have treated the remarks of Mr. 
T. H. Summerson, chairman of British Railways N.E. 
Area Board (The Commercial Motor, April 10, 1959) with 
some scepticism. He was reported as saying: “The rail- 
ways are going to lick the pants off road haulage when 
their modernization scheme gets into its stride. They 
had been handicapped by having to use old equipment 
when their competitors were buying new vehicles, but now 
the tide was turning. Road transport would not stand a 
chance against railway competition for long distance. 
This plum would soon be recaptured, leaving hauliers to 
do their proper work of collection and delivery together 
with short hauls.” (Perhaps Mr. Summerson had never 
heard of the term “ normal user.”’) 

Just what truth was contained in that statement only the 
future can tell, but there is no denying the basic facts 
that some percentage will return to rail. I know of one 
small block of regularly recurring traffic, carried by road 
for many years, which now goes by rail. The determining 
factor was price, the rail rate being little over half that for 
the road. Whether it is an economic profit-making rate 
by rail is another matter and a point which should be 
strongly pursued in the country’s interests. 

As the widely advertised overnight rail services show, 
the main direction of attack is on the large industrial cities, 
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from which much of the existing volume of road haulage 
emanates. If the railways can improve and speed their 
terminal handling, and who would be dogmatic enough 
to say they cannot with capital to spend on improvements, 
the impact on road haulage may be greater than is 
imagined. 

It is also obvious that the government, before allowing 
large capital sums to be expended on rail equipment, must 
have pondered the future pattern of results very carefully, 
before giving assent. To avoid another ground-nuts 
fiasco, they must, despite current trends, anticipate large 
blocks of goods and passenger traffic returning to rail. |: 
could be that the nature of those results will determine the 
fiscal and legislative policies towards road transport. 

It is against that background that road haulage should 
take stock for the future. Any measurable degree of 
success by rail will result in redundant licences and the 
staffs who operate them. And it is by no means certain 
that those licences will all be confined to the A category. 

It is true that the solution of the 30-m.p.h. limit will 
not in itself solve the problem, but at least it would show 
that employers and employees have drawn their heads out 
of the sand and are prepared to tackle the dangers ahead 
for their mutual welfare.

the Road Haulage Association should choose this time 

to make a fresh appeal to their members for contribu- 
tions to a publicity fund. The odds are still on a general 
election towards the end of October. There will be little 
time, or more probably no time, in which to spend on pre- 
election propaganda any further money that may be raised 
quickly as a result of the new appeal. For at least three 
weeks before the election, expenditure on advertising that 
can in any way be said to have a political objective must be 
watched carefully, to ensure that no part of it may be 
regarded as directly helping the cause of an individual 
eandidate. As far as the R.H.A. are concerned, local 
advertising may well have to be suspended or cancelled 
during the no-man’s period. This may not be necessary 
with advertising in the national or specialized Press, but 
even in these media it might be unadvisable to increase the 
rate of expenditure. New contributions to the R.H.A. 
fund may therefore have no effect whatever upon the result 
of the next election. 

Further consideration shows that more money is urgently 
needed, even taking the short-term view. The latest letter 
to members from their national chairman, Mr. R. N. 
Ingram, gives more than a hint that the original fund will 
be exhausted in October. Justifiably in the circumstances, 
the R.H.A. are banking upon an autumn election. This 
is admittedly a gamble, although the odds are good. The 
Prime Minister has the last word in advising when the elec- 
tion takes place, and he is entitled to choose any date up to 
May, 1960. If he prefers spring to autumn, there might be 
a six-month interval of which the R.H.A., with a fund 
already depleted, are unable to take full advantage. Sheer 
expediency prompts them to endeavour to insure against 
this possibility by asking for more money immediately.

The possibility is suggested, rather than set out specific 
ally, in Mr. Ingram’s letter. He speaks of “ one last oppor- 
tunity to assist in the final destruction of the nationalization 
dogma,” and bids members take heart from the example set 
by the National Union of Manufacturers, the Institute of 
Directors and the iron and steel industry, Whose actions 
certainly bear witness to a belief that anti-nationalization 
propaganda can influence the opinion of the electorate. The 
assumption behind Mr. Ingram’s argument must be that the 
electorate may not have the chance to express their opinion 
at the polls until some months after the fancied date in 
October. 

In the midst of a battle for survival, it is perhaps too 
much to expect people to make plans for what will happen 
after the war. Many of our present international troubles 
may be traced back to the desire to win without thought 
for the morrow. In making his appeal, Mr. Ingram may well 
have had in mind, without giving it expression, the need 
to think beyond the election, whenever it may come and 
Whatever the result. 

A Labour victory would mean a disaster for road haulage 
under free enterprise, but there would still be scope for a 
long struggle to mitigate the effects. Public sympathy is with 
the haulier, if only because he is the archetype of the little 
man against the industrial colossus, State-owned or other- 
wise—one of “us” as opposed to one of “them.” The 


Socialists, even if victorious, would be well advised not to 
ignore public opinion. In the years immediately following 


the war, it was conditioned to controls and inconvenience 
and peremptory orders from above. It is no longer in that 
shell-shocked state, and is quick to protest against what 
appears to be injustice or victimization. Hauliers must be 
prepared to take advantage of this attitude of public mind, 
the more so as they have an excellent case by any standards 
If they are to make an adequate impression, they must 
work hard and they must have the backing of a substantial 
fund to sustain their efforts. 

The Socialists have pledged themselves to renationalize, 
and will almost certainly introduce the appropriate legis- 
lation if they are given the chance. When this happens, 
the hauliers will have to redouble their efforts to see that 
every clause of the Bill is fought at each stage, and is 
attacked both inside and outside Parliament. Every con- 
cession will be of value, and may well mean for some 
hauliers the difference between survival and extinction. 
They will all be affected in some way or another, and they 
are deluding themse!ves if they imagine otherwise. In 
his letter, Mr. Ingram draws attention to some of the 
dangers. Operators would be driven from the long-distance 
field into “other haulage spheres.” In competition with 
them would be “a stronger and vaster nationalized road 
haulage undertaking operating on all types of road haulage 
work and continuing to operate whether it makes a profit 
or not.” He might well have painted an even gloomier 
picture 


Old-fashioned Principles 


Hauliers can scarcely avoid hoping ardently that the 
Conservatives will win the election The worst danger 
confronting them will be put into cold storage. They 
would still be wise to do what they can to liquidate the 
danger completely. One lesson the Socialists would learn 
trom defeat is the advisability of jettisoning some of their 
more old-fashioned principles, such as the belief in 
nationalization, and the lesson would be helped by 
hauliers taking care to keep the public aware of their 
importance and efficiency. Whatever method is adopted 
to do this, it calls for some expenditure. 

There is no guarantee that hauliers will be given every- 
thing they ask from the Conservatives. Whatever Govern- 
ment comes into power will still have the railway problem 
on its hands. There are perhaps four ways in which the 
problem can be worked out: the railways will either win 
through to solvency, or disappear, or be given a subsidy, 
or be protected by restrictions on other transport operators 
The first two possibilities aré unlikely so far as one can 
judge from present trends and opinions. The other possi- 
bilities, especially the threat of further restrictions, are 
bound to disturb the haulier. He must pull his full weight 
in discussions with politicians and in his general public 
relations. Once again, this means strengthening his asso- 
ciation by financial contributions. 

It is aS important now as it ever was to keep up a 
campaign in the Press and elsewhere to demonstrate the 
impressive scope and diversity of the road haulage 
industry. These are the industry's most notable assets, 
and they are lost or submerged in the large nationally 
owned organization, however able the people running it 
may be. The advertising and publicity over the past few 
months are no more than a beginning to a prolonged 
campaign.

Nottingham’s Transport Undertaking to 
Pay its Way: Mileage Reductions and In- 
ternal Economies Postpone Fares Increases 


OTTINGHAM’S municipal bus 
IN pnsertakine has managed io 

operate at fares authorized as 
long ago as February, 1958, and make a 
small profit on them. This busy and 
prosperous town of rather more than 
300,000 inhabitants reflects the social 
and economic trends common to others 
of its size and importance throughout 
the country. 

The municipal undertaking has 
suffered from the growth of personal 
transport and the home-loving instincts 
of the television addict as grievously as 
any of its status. Indeed, the drop in 
the numbers of passengers carried in the 
past three years is perhaps more serious 
than. the average. Nottingham, among 


other things, produces bicycles and 
mopeds. 

In 1957 the transport department 
carried 155.3m. passengers. A year 


later the figure dropped to 146.8m. and 
in the financial year ended March 31, 
1959, the decline continued to 143.7m. 
A loss of Im. passengers a month in 
three years is not a happy state of 
affairs, particularly as those passengers 
have probably been lost for all time. 


From Loss to Profit 


Nevertheless, Mr. Ben England, 
general manager of the Nottingham 
undertaking, has turned a loss of £40,148 
in 1957-58 into a profit of £3,722 for the 
year 1958-59. This has been achieved 
despite the wage awards of July and 
October, 1958, which increased expendi- 
ture by £51,500 and wrecked his hopes 
of a £10,000 surplus. 

The more recent salaries award, eflec- 
tive from April 1 last, increased the 
difliculties, but the revision of Excise 
licence fees was a_ windfall worth 
£25,000. The effect of these two items, 
however, will not be made clear before 
the accounts at March 31, 1960, are 
published. 

How, then, has Nottingham’s marginal 
surplus been achieved? Of equal impor- 
tance, how has it been won without 
increasing fares? No individual factor 
was responsible, unless it be Mr. 
England’s dogged persistence. In fact, 
the result was achieved largely by 
thoughtful route-mileage reductions and 
by a reappraisal of maintenance methods. 

A poll of passenger opinion in 
Nottingham, as in other towns, as to 
whether conditions could best be met by 
reduced services or increased fares 
proved inconclusive. Neither solution 
commended itself to travellers and the 
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transport committee, as well as the 
undertaking itself, were fully conscious 
of their. responsibility to provide an 
adequate service at minimum cost. 

Cross-city and circular services were 
considered and rejected for local opera- 
tional reasons and it was clear to 
Mr. England that if the undertaking 
were not to face a large loss, off-peak 
mileage would have to be pruned. _Inci- 
dentally, this regrettable step was taken 
in Nottingham before the present crisis: 
in 1900, the service was reduced “ owing 
to the outbreak of pink eye in the 
stud”! F 

Today, many alterations to headways 
have been made and more are planned. 
Wher all the adjustments are brought 
into force, some 535,103 miles per year 
will have been saved. Of this figure, the 
155 trolleybuses of the fleet will have 
contributed the lion’s share of 467,891 
miles. 

In general, no alteration to. the 
Monday to Friday peaks has been found 
practicable and the reduction in headway 
varies between one and 15 minutes. 
Although the cut of more than half a 
million miles annually is impressive, no 
savings on wages have been possible, 
because vehicles and crews are used 
elsewhere—for example, on new housing 
estates. 

On the maintenance side, the economic 
advantages of modern oils and materials 
are apparent in the extended periods 
now permissible between docks. Notting- 
ham Transport Department uses a system 
such as that recently introduced by 
London Transport. Oil is changed at 
intervals of 8,000 miles and chassis are 
inspected at fortnightly periods, when 
such work as is necessary is carried out.

To reduce the variety of parts held in 
stock, and achieve closer control of 
materials and _ purchasing, handling, 
binning and accounting, Mr. England is 
proposing to investigate the advantages 
claimed for the Brisch system of classifi- 
cation and coding which has proved to 
be a long-term economy by Glasgow 
Corporation Transport. In _ addition, 
Nottingham is to have new punched-card 
equipment, with an electronic multiplier, 
as an aid to improved budgetary and 
cost control. Office methods and organi- 
zation have been reviewed and new 
routines are expected to _ achieve 
significant economies. 

In Nottingham there is a_ lively 
approach to the nation-wide problem of 
private versus public transport. There 
are less obvious, although certainly more 
difficult, methods of making an under- 
taking pay its way than increasing its 
fares. In this case, the transport com- 
mittee appear to be satisfied that their 
undertaking should not become a burden 
to the ratepayers. 

With costs continually rising, however, 
a marginal annual profit cannot be 
sufficient to provide the reserves an 
undertaking with an income of £2m.

Breakdown Cranes Raise Problems 


LONG-DISTANCE operator has recently acquired a 
A wecatson vehicle to which he has attached a crane for 

use when the occasion demands. He is concerned 
whether or not his insurance policy, which already covers the 
use of a breakdown vehicle, includes the operation of the 
crane, and whether such a vehicle is subject to any statutory 
periodic inspection. 

There is a statutory obligation on all users of lifting tackle 
to have it inspected and passed by an examiner licensed by 
the Board of Trade, who is authorized to issue a certificate to 
to the effect that such gear is efficient. Whilst the inspection 
is compulsory, insurance is not. 

[he operator should advise his insurance company that he 
has fitted a crane to his breakdown vehicle and instruct them 
to arrange the additional cover if it is not already included in 
the present policy. In addition to insuring the crane, the 
company would, in all probability, be competent to inspect 
it and, if satisfied as to its condition, issue the statutory 
certificate.

NOTHER reader asks what are the maximum permitted 
length, height and width for a goods vehicle and what is 
the maximum number of trailers which may be drawn. 

The maximum length for a rigid four-, six- or eight-wheeler 
is 30 ft., or 35 ft. for an articulated goods vehicle. The maxi- 
mum permitted length of a trailer, excluding the drawbar, is 
22 ft. There is no restriction on the height of a goods vehicle 
or its load. Basically, the maximum overall width is 7 ft. 6 in., 
although there are several exceptions to this regulation. Goods 
vehicles of not less than 4 tons unladen may be up to 8ft. 
wide if they are pneumatic-tyred. Tractor units of articulated 
outfits can similarly be up to 8 ft. wide if the unladen weight 
is not less than 4 tons. 

The number of trailers which may be drawn behind each 
particular category of goods vehicle is as follows: Heavy or 
light locomotive, three; motor tractor, one laden or two 
unladen; heavy motor car or motor car, one.

EADERS often ask the extent to which liability for 


additional purchase tax will be incurred by the conversion 
of a van into a dual-purpose vehicle. 
B42 


One now inquires what 


would be the position regarding the payment of additional 
purchase tax if he converted a van into a caravan. Ancillary 
users may well have a similar problem when considering such 
conversions to enable them temporarily to house staff at remote 
building sites or alongside their stands at agricultural shows. 

Motor caravans are exempt from purchase tax under Group 
27 (1) of Notice No. 78 issued by the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise. Liability to additional tax will not, 
therefore, arise if a van is converted into a motor caravan, 
if the resulting vehicle is acceptable as such. 

To be acceptable the vehicle must include among its per- 
manent installations adequate facilities for sleeping, washing, 
cooking and dining. There must also be sufficient storage 
space in cupboards or lockers for bedding, household utensils, 
food and so on, together with a wardrobe for hanging clothes. 

Failure to include all these facilities would bring the con- 
verted vehicle within the scope of Group 27A and the person 
carrying out the conversion would be liable for the additional 
tax involved. It is, therefore, in the interests of anyone con- 
templating such a conversion to submit detailed plans to the 
local office of Customs and Excise before undertaking the 
work. Vans up to 10 cwt. rated carrying capacity are regarded 
as too small to be converted into exempt caravans.

OCAL authorities in sparsely populated areas are showing 

increasing opposition to the closing of branch railway 
lines and the curtailment of bus services, which has been thrust 
on operators by economic circumstances. A garage proprictor 
in such an area writes that he has been asked to provide a 
customer with the cost of operating a small bus, presumably 
with the object of replacing an abandoned service. A weekly 
mileage of 150 is suggested and the driver would be employed 
only part-time. 

In endeavouring to answer this and other similar requests 
for advice on operating costs, it should be pointed out that 
“The Commercial Motor Tables of Operating Costs,” as well 
as any example quoted in this series, are primarily intended 
for use by commercial operators, with the assumed implica- 
tion that they will be engaged on full-time work. As soon as 
part-time work is introduced there must inevitably be some 
cross-subsidization, which must give, to some extent, a false 
result. Thus, in this instance, if garage staff act as part-time 
drivers, their maintenance work must inevitably become 
secondary to the requirements of the bus service if the time-

Another difficulty arises from the low weekly mileage 
which is expected. If, in fact, the average is 150 per week, 
the total over 10 years will be only 75,000 miles, by which 
time it would be reasonable to assume that the vehicle will 
have to be written off, if only on the ground of obsolescence. 

With these qualifications, and with the assumption that the 
item of wages would amount to half the normal working week, 
it is estimated that the total operating cost per mile for a 
|4-seat bus averaging 150 miles per week will be 22.12d. 
This is solely the operating cost of the vehicle, and includes 
no allowance for administrative or overhead expenses, or for 
profit margin. Because of this it would not provide a reason- 
able basis for fair comparison with any operating costs which 
mav have been published by existing operators of passenger 
vehicles working full-time.

HE owner-driver of a small van inquires what is the 

position if he uses it for pleasure as well as for the part- 
time carriage of goods. Assuming the van is a standard goods 
vehicle and has not been converted for dual purposes, it would, 
of course. be necessary to obtain a C licence to enable the 
operator to carry goods lawfully in connection with his trade 
or business. As distinct from this carrier's licence, the annual 
licence duty (formerly the Road Fund tax) varies according to 
the unladen weight of a goods vehicle, but remains at the flat 
rate of £12 10s. a year for private cars. If, therefore, it is 
proposed to use the van for both goods and private purposes 
it would be necessary to advise the local taxation officer 
accordingly, and he would register the vehicle in this manner 
and charge whichever duty was the higher. Unless the unladen 
weight of the van does not exceed 12 cwt., the annual rate of 
duty charged would normally be that applicable to goods 
vehicles. 

Apart from taxation and licensing, it would also be advisable 
for the user to tell his insurance company that he proposes to 
use his van for both goods and private purposes in order to 
ensure that the vehicle was fully covered. 

Whilst drivers of goods vehicles are obliged to keep records 
of their hours of work, the Goods Vehicles (Keeping of 
Records) Regulations, 1955, provide that no holder of a licence 
(an owner-driver) need keep records of driving in a vehicle 
authorized under a carrier's licence when the journey is in no 
way connected with any trade or business carried on by him.

A COMMON difficulty which arises when discussing 

operating costs is the ambiguity in the use of such terms 
as light. medium and heavy goods vehicles. A user whose 
fleet included 7-ton vehicles in the medium-price range, as well 
as 8-ton or 9-ton four-wheelers suitable for trailer work, might 
term the former medium-weight and look upon. the latter as 
“heavies.” Another operator with 8-tonners or 9%tonners of 
a similar type, but also employing eight-wheelers, may regard 
the former as his medium-weight group. 

When the current edition of “* The Commercial Motor ° 
Tables of Operating Costs * was being prepared, the possibility 
of using such terminology as light, medium or heavy goods 
vehicles was considered, but rejected because of ambiguity 
It was deemed more appropriate to limit differentiation to 
carrying capacity. 

Nevertheless, in Table Two the item of interest included it 
the standing costs (which is indicative of the purchase price) 
rises comparatively regularly for vehicles with carrying capa- 
cities from 1 to 7 tons.

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Rail-guided Road Vehicle 


OME years ago a British manufacturer 

patented a system for using road 
vehicles in long trains which were guided 
by a single central rail controlling the 
steering mechanism. The scheme was 
intended as an inexpensive substitute for 
a railway system over rough terrain. 
Further suggestions in this respect now 


appear in patent No. 812,281. (G. Ciocca 
and Tranviaria Municipale, Foro Buona- 
parte 61, Milan, Italy.) 

The drawing shows a plan of the 
tractive unit employed; the trailer would 
be attached to this via a king-pin pivoting 
in the socket (1). Each wheel is powered 
separately by an engine (2) driving via a 
gearbox (3), propeller-shaft (4) and final 
bevel drive (5). 

The central guide-rail (not shown) 
engages with concave rollers (6) mounted 
on sprung arms. If the rollers are dis- 
placed sideways by the rail, they move 
the track-rod (7) via levers (8) and so 
actuate the steering to keep the road- 
wheels parallel to the rail. 

A middle wheel (9) does not normally 
make contact with the rail, but if it 
should do so it warns the driver that 
something is amiss such as a puncture or 
incorrect steering. 


AIR CONDITIONING SYSTEM 


NTENDED for buses and coaches, an 

improved heating and ventilating system 
forms the subject of patent No. 812,776. 
The fans used can blow warmed air into 
the body or act as extractors. Their 
action is controlled by a_ thermostatic 
device. (Clayton Dewandre Co., Ltd., 
Titanic Works, Lincoln.) 

The drawing shows a schematic layout 
in which three fans (1, 2 and 3) are used 
for the passenger spaces, plus a demisting 
unit (4) in the driver’s cab. Each fan 
contains a heating unit and all are piped 
into the cooling system of the engine. The 
demister, however, is piped separately.

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When the engine is cold, a thermo- 
responsive unit (5) prevents the main 
circulation by actuating an air-operated 
valve (6) which closes the main pipe 
circuit. In these circumstances the heater 
system works as a by-pass. Air or suction 
is used for the operation of the valve. 

The reversal of air-flow is brought 
about by using re- 
versible fan motors. A 
temperature - sensitive 
bellows in the passenger 
compartment controls a 
micro - switch which 
operates a relay. This 
in turn can reverse the 
direction of armature 
current, causing the 
fans to blow inwards or 
outwards as the tem- 
perature demands. 


KEEPING BRAKE FACINGS 
CLEAN 


RAKE facings are usually chamfered 

on their ends causing small foreign 
bodies that enter the drums to be imme- 
diately dragged in and pressed into the 
lining. Water too is readily carried 
between the facing and the drum. A 
simple scheme for eliminating this is

It is proposed to turn up the end of 
the lining to form a sharp chisel-like edge 
as shown at 1, and at the same time to 
bevel the under edge (2). The sharp 
edge is said to act as a scraper, removing 
water and dirt from the drum. The 
amount of turn up may be between .01 in. 
and .04 in. according to the size of the 
drum. 

The edge is claimed to preserve its 
shape because due to the undercut it is 
too weak to be pressed into wearing 
contact with the drum. 


GUDGEON-PIN ASSEMBLY 
A GUDGEON-PIN comprising a hard 

Sleeve filled with a softer metal 
capable of greater expansion when 
heated is shown in patent No. 812,030. 
The soft core may rub the cylinder wall 
without harming it, whilst its greater 
expansion tends to keep the sleeve a good 
working fit in the piston at all tempera- 
tures. (Continental Motors Corp., 205-215 
Market Street, Muskegon, Michigan, 
U.S.A.) 

Such a core can, however, become loose 
at low temperatures and the basis of the 
patent is a means for obviating this. The 
drawing shows the core (1) and the sleeve 
(2); the lower -drawing shows the 
assembly at high temperatures, the core 
then being a tight fit in the sleeve.

The upper drawing shows the assembly 
when cold; although the core has shrunk 
away, as shown at 3, it has also shrunk 
endways, and so maintains a tight grip 
on the conical ends (4). 


VARIABLE VALVE TIMING 

ALVE timing is usually set to be a 

compromise between the differing 
requirements of high and low speeds but 
patent No. 812,303 discloses a scheme by 
which the timing can be automatically 
varied in accordance with engine speed, 
so that greater overlap is obtained at high 
revolutions. (F. Waldron, 34 Albany 
Avenue, Eccleston Park, Prescot, Lancs.) 

Two separate camshafts are employed, 
one opens the valves and the other closes 
them. By changing the phase angle 
the opening time can be varied. 

The drawing shows the essence of the 
arrangement; this is a sprocket or gear 
coupled to its shaft by a_ centrifugal 
advancing device. A_ backplate (1) is 
keyed to the shaft and carries pivots (2). 
On these are mounted centrifugal weights 
(3). The sprocket is driven by pivot pins 
(4) which, as the weights fly outwards 
advance the sprocket.
